Dire Predictions To The Contrary, The People's War Is Invincible 



The p red ictio n s by im perialist fo rces of th e impending 
defeatofthe revolution in Peru were buried by the 
bold po litical an d m ilitary actio n s of th e People's W a r. T h is 
confirm s that their "so n gs of victory" after the captu re of 
Chairman Gonzalo were premature and incorrect. T h e 
judgm entthatthe heroic people of Peru, under the leader- 
ship of the Communist Party (PCP), will inevitably win 
remains valid . 

A Im ost fifteen years ago, th e people of Peru led by th e 
PCP rose u p in arm s in an u n pre cede n ted struggle to seize 
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power for th e pro letariat, th e peasantry and progressives. 
This effortcontinuestoday, building the strategic equilib- 
rium countrywide which precedes the strategic offensive 
that will culminate in the seizure of power. For us, the 
peop les of th e world , th e daily victories of th is re vo lution is 
n ot on ly an in spiration but a ch alien ge to begin organ izin g 
in th is cou n try a party of th e m ass proletariat th at m ust also 
raise up in people's war. 

All revolutions face difficult times, restorations and 
counter-restorations, and this hard-fought struggle be- 
tween the PCP and the army is not an exception. The 
crow in g about th e captu re of C h airm an G on zalo has be- 
come increasingly m uted. For M arxists, th e positive aspect 
of setbacks an d tern porary retreats becom e th e basis fo r n ew 
u psu rges an d fresh n ew victories. T h e captu re of C h airm an 
G on zalo was u n dou bted ly accom plish ed with th e assistan ce 
of foreign in telligen ce services. A Ith o ugh th e details of th e 
C I A ' s role in th is event are still unknown, its participation 
h as been confirm ed by the H ouse In telligen ce C o m m ittee. 
We are confident th at th e PCP has made fu n dam en tal 
reassessm en ts to prevent th is from recu rrin g. Su bseguen t 
to th e captu re, th e im peria lists, chiefly U.S. imperialism, 
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have folio wed-up with the launching of a huge campaign of 
psychological warfare, including a particularly sinister one: 
"Struggle for Peace Accords." Thistrap wasa clear attempt 
to divide, conquer, separate, discredit and destroy the Peo- 
ple's War. These reactionary efforts misfired. The offers of 
"amnesty" were answered with hundreds of guerrilla ac- 
tions throughout the country: sabotage, occupation of 
towns, and smashing of military garrisons, and frontal at- 
tackson para-military rondashave increased sharply in 1994. 

Contrary to the impression conveyed by the Western 
press and the Peruvian tyranny, the People'sWar isadvanc- 
ing. There is again mounting pressure on government 
strongholds (the cities); the People's Liberation Army car- 
ries out road blocks, constant attacks on army and police 
posts, and the successful armed strikes. The old state con- 
tinuesitscourse of disintegration. The Popular Committees 
and support bases are increasing in numbers in large areas 
of the country. These are the growing basisof the New State, 
People's democracy, and socialism. What is needed from 
supporters of the People'sWar abroad is to breakthrough 
the fog of deception and lies with which the lackey Fujimori 
and his imperialist masters are attempting to envelop the 
real situation by misinforming the public. 

At the present time, thegenocidal armed forces, experts 
in defeats at the hands of the People's War has been 
engaged in skirmishes with its reactionary Ecuadorian 
counterpart. Encouraged bythe weakening of the Peruvian 
army's morale and effectiveness, and the dilution of its 
forces spread out fighting the PCP, the Ecuadorian govern- 
ment seized the golden opportunity to slice off a part of 
Peruvian territory. Meadwhile the U.S. puppets Fujimori 
and Duran Ballen are posturing "in defense of national 
sovereignty" to divert attention from their domestic failures 
and the inevitable crisesof their putrescentstates. Thiswill 
only benefit U .S. imperialism and the Peruvian and Ecua- 
dorian bourgeoisies who seek more profits, while the 
masses of poor and oppressed not only supply the dead in 
this conflict but suffer continual hunger and misery. The 
alternative for the people in both countries is: more Peo- 
ple'sWar against imperialism, semi-feudalism and bureau- 
cratic capitalism that oppresses our countries. 

This issue features articles about the role of youth and 
workers in the revolution. This issue also discusses the 
struggle against the opportunist line within the Committee 
of the Revolutionary I nternationalist M ovement (RIM) and 
the RCP-U SA, who have embarked on a course of betrayal 
of the Peruvian revolution under the disguise of "defend 
the life of Dr. Guzman" and spread the reactionary propa- 
ganda of "peace accords". We are also against those 
"friends" who erroneously claim that in Peru "peace talks" 
and "elections"— in other words, capitulation— are consis- 
tent with Maoism! All this in spite of the advances and 



victoriesof the PeoplesWar. While we condemn the traitors 
to our movement, we nevertheless recognize that there are 
honest differences among us that require discussion and a 
patient hearing. We are happy to enter into comradely 
dialogue with those who uphold revolutionary principles. 
We do not keep the problems we face from the masses nor 
restrict open discussion. We uphold the ideology of Marx- 
ism-Leninism-Maoism, Gonzalo Thought, therefore we 
practice unity-struggle-unity. But we will never conciliate 
with capitulators, no matter on whatgroundsitisdefended. 
We thank the support of the Peru People's Movement 
(MPP), the Committees Sol Peru, Solidarity Committees, 
Emergency Committees, and the Communist Parties, espe- 
cially the M aoist parties that support the People's War.

Im perialism , the re actio nary State and its class collabo- 
rato rs have targeted th ese Ian ds in th eir plan s fo r a bigger 
p lu n der of th e n atu ral re sou rces, su per-explo itation of th e 
work force and grabbing the land ofthese native peoples 
of th e ju n gle region . A II th ese cou Id n ot go on an ym ore. 

The reaction ary n ewspapers in Peru , m a in ly La Republics 
and Expresojumped to defend the interestsof the landlords 
who stand out not only as prosperous "lumber dealers" or 
"cattle owners" or "exporters" and narcotraffickers but 
above all as "bwanas in safari" hunting down natives for 
prostitution or for the enslavement of their free labor for 
their companies and households. 

Along with these exploiters are the officers of the geno- 
cidal armed forces, who act like reptiles trying to perpetate 
the the ignominious phrase that has been practiced for 
decades: "I have a campita in my house"; "Have my servants 
campas". 

The realityisthatthe People'sWar hasentered the scene 
to resolve the semi-feudal and even enslaving conditions of 
oppression and exploitation that for decades the caciques 
( landowners) , the imperialistsand the State have subjected 
the population of Ashaninkasand other peoples. 

All the campaigns of Channel 2, Channel 5,LaRepublica 
and Expreso deliberately hide, among others, the following 
facts: encroachment, depriving the Ashaninkasand other 
populations of their forest lands by the State bodies, 
through the Ministry of Agriculture; granting the native 
lands to the lumber dealers, oil companies, miners, or the 
creditbanksto plunder their resources without taking into 
account at all the wishes of the Ashaninka population. 



The People'sWar has destroyed the power of the caciques 
and the system of exploitation in wideregionsofthejungle. 
It has forged the New Power and has promoted the devel- 
opment of the productive forces with the resulting social 
and political emancipation. The condition of the peasantry 
hasimproved and developed and thereisno moreserfdom 
or slavery, there is no more despoiling of land nor traffick- 
ing with their consciences by the ecclesiastic hierarchy. 

The extremely undernourished children, the rags and 
misery, the plagues and diseases, the ignorance and death 
that today affect the so called "Ashaninkas" recovered by 
the armed forces from the hands of "Sendero" are direct 
consequences of the troops of the genocidal Fujimori who 
with the greatest cynicism exhibits before the world their 
concentration camps, the Vietnam-style "villages of civil 
defense" or bases of ronderos. 

Forced militaryoccupation istheir plan, which theyseek 
to prolong. Despite thestateof siege the armed forceshave 
had against the support bases of the PCP, they have not 
been able to break the power of the new State that is 
flourishing. 

The landlord-bureaucratic State subjected the Ashan- 
inkas for decades to an extreme condition of servitude, 
slaveryand disregard.

The Youth: an Active and Strong Force of the 
Revolution 

Mao Tse-tung teaches us that the youth "is the most 
active and vital force in society; theyoungarethe most willing 
to learn, and the least conservative in their thinking." 

But it is not enough to make a general appreciation of 
the youth's physical vitality since we know that they are also 
part of social classes, they may be a part of the bourgeoisie 
or the proletariat or peasantry and poor massesin general. 

Those who are part of the exploiting classes become 
reactionaries and defend the system of exploitation: impe- 
rialism, bureaucratic capitalism and semi-feudalism. The

bjectively, there isa revolutionary youth and a reaction- 
ary youth. The first is serving the interests of the oppressed 
and part of the masses who fight to conquer Power and 
defeatall kindsof reactionaryattacks, including psychologi- 
cal manipulations such as the defeated "peace accord" 
( peace for reactionariesand exploitation for the poor) . n 
the other side, the counter-revolutionary youth is serving the 
existing system of exploitation in a clear and objective way. 

1 tisalmost impossible to trust the youth from the exploit- 
ingclasses, rather, itisessential to be cautious when dealing 
with them as well as with those who originate from the 
proletariat and the peasantry but live infected under the 
influence of ideas, habits and customs of the bourgeoisie. 
M any of them have contempt for humble and hard work, 
and prefer to make money at any cost, thus easily becoming 
petty criminals, mafia gangsters, mercenaries for the ex- 
ploiters, blackmailers, swindlers, alcoholics, drug addicts, 
and clients for brothels, etc. causing great harm to humble 
people and plenty of suffering to their own families. 

Because manyreactionaryyouthsalso depend economi- 
cally on their parents and family members, and because 
they do not suffer unjust exploitation nor participate in the 
struggle for production, their ideas are self-serving and 
allowthemselvesto be manipulated by the proceduresand 
customs created by the bourgeois system, consequently, 
lacking proletarian ideological and political formation. 



The root of all the problems in Peru and Latin America 
isthe semi-colonial, semi-feudal and bureaucratic capitalist 
system dominated by imperialism, chiefly US imperialism. 
Such a corrupted system propagates bourgeois, individualistic 
and reactionaryideas. Itisclear that the onlypath tofollowisto 
destroytheold rotten state in order to construct NewPower and 
the People's Republic of Peru, serving world revolution. 

Many times, because of their inexperience and lack of 
proletarian political consciousness, some honest youth are 
used, deceived and betrayed by reactionaries of all shades, 
such as the revisionists (these counter-revolutionary agents 
posing as leftists), fascist groups and opportunists, lately 
trying and failing, to win a reactionary and ridiculous 
"peace accord". Miserable opportunists and revisionists 
make use of all kindsof tricks and deceptionsto attack the 
just struggle of the poor masses, the People's War; for 
instance, these enemies of the people attempt to create 
armed groups without a political party to lead them, trying 
to operate parallel to the vanguard of the international 
proletariat, the Communist Party of Peru (PCP). They 
attemptto divide and confuse the people in order to create 
support for the existing system of exploitation. 

The revisionistsand opportunists shoutall over that they 
are "revolutionaries", but in practice they are petty charla- 
tans who use lies to deceive the masses. 

In the same manner, manyyouthsare recruited into the 
police and reactionary armed forces of the genocidal gov- 
ernment, only to die when fighting against the powerful 
and invincible People's War. These deceived youths are 
used as cannon fodder, as cheap war material to support a 
rotten system. This is an objective fact. Confronting such 
reactionary actions, the revolutionaryyouth standsoutwith 
modest, humble, tough, and just life style, serving the inter- 
ests of the poor masses, constructing New Power for the 
benefit of the people in all aspects of life. 

The new generation of youth understands how impor- 
tant is to participate in production, working in the most 
modest and difficult tasks, and not to become used to easy 
life, learning that things cost hard work.

Under the d i s g u i s e that the "u n iversities are th e train - 

in g cen ters of su b version ", F u j i m ori ordered th e m ili- 
tary occupation of the main universities in the country. 
In itially h e boasted th at th ree months will be enough to 
subdue the students, but his troops are on cam pus perma- 

nently. The repugnant genocidal record of the armed 
forces can not overcome the ideological strength in the 
universities and the great resistance by revolutionary or- 
gan izatio n s m ad e up of students, workers an d facu Ity. 

T h ere h ave been m assive and co n tin uo us m o bilization s 
in 1994 as well as actions such as selective executions of 
inform ants, propaganda and posters in th e face of th e arm y 
as form s of m ilitan t resistan ce to m ilitary o ecu patio n . T h e 
rallies at San M arcosan d L a C an tuta u n iversities, an d oth ers 
th ro ugh o ut th e cou n try, reach out to th e streets sh o u tin g 
slogan s in su pport of th e Peo pie's W ar. T hat is th e eviden ce 
of the failure of Fujimori in his attempt to destroy the 
u n iversities and th e student m ovem en t. 

The heightened participation of university students in 
th e developm en t of th e People's W ar is an oth er gu aran tee 
of th e triu m p h of th e C om m u n ist Party of Peru and th e 
Revolution . In th e face of th is fact, th e old State seeks to 
d isplace th e popu la r classes from th e sch oolsan d tu rn th em 
into schools of th e elites so th at th e people will be den ied 
tech n ical and scientific knowledge. 

In th at vein th e attitude of the au th orities of th e N ation a I 
U n iversities, m o st of th em appo in ted by th e tyrant d u rin g 
th e last years h as been to privatize th e food , tr an spo rtatio n , 
health and h ousin g services. 

Since M ay 1991 up to today th e sch oo Is h ave been occu- 
pied and constantly harassed by military sto rm troopers, 
libraries h ave been looted , fern ale students raped , facu Ity 
and students suspected of be in g "su bver si ves" were assassi- 
nated . T h e cases of La C an tuta T each er's C o liege and th e 
U n iversity of H uan cayo are recent exam pies. 



In spite of the brutal repression, the class-conscious 
youth is fighting against fascism demonstrating courage 
and determination with bold mobilizations, showing itsrejec- 
tion of the old State, the genocidal armed forces and most 
importantly that faithful lackeyof imperialism, Fujimori. This 
wretch was able to see the proof of this for himself at San 
Marcos University. He thought that by showing himself in 
campuson top of a tank he would scare the youths. I n histour 
through the University zone, the students spat in his face: 
"Genocide! Traitor! M urderer of La Cantuta!" 

At the same time, vanguard students set off various 
dynamite charges, that further shortened the genocidal 
leader'stour through the gloriousU niversityof San M arcos 
which has given the People's War many of its best cadres. 

In hindsight, the goal of Fujimori's murderous dictator- 
ship in the takeover of the schools is essentially: the elimi- 
nation of free education. 

It is no coincidence that a vulgar director of public 
transportation, hand-picked byFujimori for using reaction- 
arylawsin his favor, seeks to require stickersand restrictthe 
right of half fares on Saturdays, Sundays, holidays and the 
first three months of the year. But it is not these obedient 
bureaucrats with delusions of grandeur that are the real 
culprits of these crimes, it is really the old State that is 
behind any measure to displace the people, especially the 
poor, from the University. 

Thousands of students from Ayacucho, Lima and Are- 
quipa were mobilized in the streetson August 25th and 26th 
to protest against the old State and its reactionary measures 
placed in its crude Constitution. 

In Lima on September 7th and 8th, there were newdem- 
onstrationstargeting the genocidal dictatorship, the CCD, its 
"Education Commission", its "privatization commission", 
and reactionary deans such as the president of the National 
Association of Deans, the most reactionary of the lot. 

The university students identified with the ideology of 
the proletariat, Marxism-Leninism-Maoism, Gonzalo 
Thought, and struggle to defend the rightsof the people in 
the universities. 

Against the unpunished genocide of La Cantuta, in 
defense of free education, for the unlimited right of half 
fares, for more funding for the universities, the class-con- 
scious students will keep up their struggle. 

Teachers in Struggle: PC P Leads 
the Fight from the Bases 

\A/h ile butcher Fujim orijokinglynam ed 1994 "tti e year 
of the modernization of education," and wh ile he 

prom ises if he is reelected : "he will open one sch ool per 
day", more th an 260,000 teach e r s suffer with a m i se r a b I e 
salary of $60 US a m on th , an d with th e risk of being fired 



from th eir jobs. T o confront th is, th e teach ers associated 
with th e N ation a I T each ers U n ion ( S U T E P ) h a ve called for 
manyformsof struggle. 

The combative teachers understand that their rights 
must be add ressed with in th e con text of eco n om ic justice 
and of th e econ om ic an d political structu res wh ich system - 
a tic ally violate th e m ostfu n dam en tal rights of th e Peru vian 
peo pie, the right to a better life. In Peru as well as in all 
Latin A m erica, th e teach ers' struggles are seen as part of 
th e class struggle between th e poor and th e rich . It is n ot 
on ly a fight again st pu ppet regim es su ch as Fujim or i's but 
again st im perialism , m a in ly U ,S. im perialism th at th ro ugh 
its international banks, W orld Bank and IM F h ave d irectly 
assu m ed con trol of th e econ om y. T h eir program to extract 
"profit" fro m o u r im poverish ed cou n tries also known as 
"economic recovery" means more profitable investment 
for th em and m assive u n em ploym en t, h u n ger an d m isery 
for th e people. T h e solution to th ese problem s does n ot lie 
in reform in g th eir bu reaucracies or ren ewin g th eir corrupt 
govern m en t th rough "e lectio n s" but rather by elim in a ting 
completely the th ree m ou n tain s th at oppress th e people: 
imperialism, semi-feudalism and bureaucratic capitalism. 
T h e Peru vian society n eeds to be ch an ged n ot from th e top 
down but fro m th e bottom u p. T h e approach in g m ockery 
of "e lectio n s" does not awaken th e hopes of th e m asses; 
electoral po I i tics is trad ition ally th e domain of the bo u r- 
geoisie and th e armed forces n ot th e toil in g m asses. T h e 
Peo pie's W ar is th e m ost effective weapon th at th e people 
have to solve th eir pro blem s, it is on ly with th e N ew Power 
th at ch ron ic structu ra I problem s will be solved . 

T h e co m bative teach ers kn ow th atth eir struggle n ot on ly 
targets th e gen ocidal d ictatorsh ip, but also th e revision ist 
clique of "P atria R o j a " en tren ch ed in th e leadersh ip of th e 
U n io n . T h is grou p h as a reco rd of treason to th e people by 
selling o ut their prin ciples an d workers rights to each gov- 
ern m en t in place. 

W h ereas th e re actio n im pose abusive taxes o n th e mea- 
ger salaries of th e teach ers (i.e., fo r IPSS, Fon avi, Loans, 
etc.), an d th e revision ist "leaders" take th eir own "piece of 
th e cake" by charging th e im poverish ed teach ers m an da- 
tory "u n ion d ues," th e fam Hies of th e teachers are livin g in 
extrem e poverty. C an a teach er su rvive on $60 a m on th ? 

T h e "basic fam ily basket" prepared by th e sam e reaction - 
ary govern m en t regu ires $1000 a m on th to su pport a fam ily 
of th ree in Lima. The situ atio n of th e ad m in istrative per- 
son nel isworse.T hey hardly m ake $45 U S a m on th . A n yo n e 
can clearly see th atth e teach ers an d th eir fam iliesare facin g 
m assive h u n ger. T h e revisionist "leaders'' of "Patria Roja" 
are also to blam e for th is situation fo r co II ud in g with th e 
oppressor and selling out the interest of the teachers to 
each regim e. W hat can m iserable an d p e re n n ia I revision ists 
such as So led ad L ozan o, Im edo A u risju lio M endoza.and 



Ramos, among others, offer to the Peruvian teachers? N oth- 
ing. These traitors have gotten fatter themselves at the 
expense of thousands of teachers whose rights are being 
sold out year after year. That's why the masses denounce 
the generalized corruption of the public educational cen- 
ters, and thefactthathundredsof "teachers" supported by 
revisionism, APRA and reaction, are only preoccupied with 
how to be appointed as administrators and enrich them- 
selves, thusabandoningtheinterestsoftheteachers' strug- 
gle and selling out their services to the interest of the 
highest bidder. One example of the above is "professor" 
Juan Gallegos, a corrupt element, extortionist and black- 
mailer of female teachers, friend of Fujimori, who is now 
the director at the departmental level. 

The teachers denounce the lackey Fujimori who along 
with the genocidal armed forces traffick with the construc- 
tion of new schools, some of them only for TV shows, 
lacking furniture, such astheonein the shanty town of Los 
Rosalesin the districtof Ancon which Fujimori has tried to 
use for purposes of propaganda. Finally, the revisionist 
gang of "Patria Roja" that bureaucratically controls the 
Teacher's Union does absolutely nothing for the hundreds 
of teachers who are being held in manyjailsof the country 
accused of being "subversives", nor the teachers who have 
"disappeared" at the hands of the army. 

The masses of teachers and the people will smash the 
whimpering revisionists that are still entrenched in their 
ranks and are the accomplices of each successive reaction- 
ary government. Also of serious concern is the alarming 
number of student dropoutsdue to the widespread hunger 
and lack of school materials. 

In sum, the Peruvian teachers are linking their struggle 
to the People's War led by the PCP that advances towards 
the seizure of power nationwide for the class and the peo- 
ple.

T h e proof of revisionism 's 
total failure is the thesis of "fight to dism iss m inisters", 
"interpellation '' in Fujim ori's C ongress C C D , the "in d e x a - 
t i o n " , an d the "introduction of laws" and "dialogue" with 
th e capitalist th i eves to solve th e problem s of workers an d 
th e proletariat. In none of th ese "p rojects" h ave th ey suc- 
ceeded . T h eir proclaim ed "su ccesses" are in realityfailu res. 

Fro m th eir role of participants in govern m en t, th e Peru - 
vian revision ists, pu pi Is of G orbach ev and D eng X iaopin g, 
p roclaim th eir vie to ries, especially wh en Fu jim ori an d th e 
armed forces occasion ally replace the m in isters of E con - 
o m y, L abor an d Agricu Itu re, etc. an d in trod uce th e in dexa- 
tio n of wages at th e official m on th ly rate of inflation . So for 
them , it's sim p le to ach ieve th eir entire program . 

H owever, th e reality is very d ifferen t. Let'ssee the strug- 
gles of th e proletariat in th e m ost im porta nt in d ustries like 
textiles, steel, m eta II u rgy, m in in g, paper, an d con structio n , 
etc. who full of co m bativen ess and belligerency, raise up 
th eir revolution a ry p la tfo rm in th e h eat of th e class struggle, 
pushed by the bases and overcoming the resistance of 
revision ist leaders, carry o ut th e workers struggle as part of 
and as a co m p lem en t to th e revolution and th e seizu re of 
power co u n trywid e.

The reaction ary B elau n de T erry assassin a ted eight jo u r- 
n a lists wh o were just do in g th eir jo b in U ch u racay. G arcia 
Perez jailed Janet T a la vera and ten jou rn a lists of El Diario, 
militarily suppressing the newspaper and thus closing its 
legal work. H is armed forces in H uallaga assassinated U .S. 
journalistTodd Smith {Tampa Tribune) after he discovered 



leads about army involvement in cocaine trafficking. The 
butcher Fujimori ordered the assassination of Melissa Al- 
faro, Janet Talavera, Pedro Yauri, Luis Morales, Hugo 
Bustios, Adolfo Isuiza and others. In addition, Fujimori 
jailed journalists such asDanilo Blanco, J orgeDuranAraujo 
and Carlos Banda, among other journalists of El Diario; 
Danilo Quijano and Magno Sosa of La Republica; Gisella 
Gutarra of Onda; Jose Antonio Alvarez and others of Camib/o; 
Rosa Neyra and Tula Luya, recently indicted; and the har- 
assment and threats to jail the directors of the magazines 
Caretas Enrique Zileri, of Si Ricardo Uceda, and Francisco 
Igartua of Oiga. Warrants were issued for the arrests of 
journalists Cesar H ildebrandt and Cecilia Valenzuela but 
were withdrawn later. There were plansto silence the maga- 
zines/deafe, Radio Liberty, and ATV-Channel 9. 

Stop the Servile Press! Fight for 
Freedom of the Press! 

Ignoring that rights are achieved and defended only 
through struggle, the bossesof the College of Journalistsof 
Peru, the National Association of Journalists, and the Fed- 
eration of Peruvian Journalists have dishonored their pro- 
fessions by the practice of a servile journalism. The above 
groupsare influenced byflunkeysand mercenaries such as 
D'ornellas, Lucar, Escanto, Sakuda, Rickets, Levano, Or- 
rillo and others of their ilk. They are utterly reactionary. 
Rank and file journalists in Peru ask, what have those rats 
done for the imprisoned journalists? Absolutely nothing. 
Their open collusion with the regime hasbeen their routine 
practice. They sell their consciences to each regimein turn. 
They bend their knees to the lackey Fujimori and his 
imperialist masters. The time will come when the masses 
and the PCP will appropriately apply a fair and correct 
punishment to the sell-outs. 

Each May 3, the International Dayof Freedom of Expres- 
sion, the progressive journalistsof Peru join rallies with the 
masses and call for the lifting of the fascist censorship and 
demand for the release of all detained journalists, as well as 
the cessation of the savage persecution ordered by the 
tyrant Fujimori. 

The regime has issued warrants for the arrest of many 
journalists nationwide. It has used itsdraconian "judicial 
branch" to provide sentencesof up to 20 years to journalists 
who have written articles for criticizing or uncovering his 
crimes. The infamous military "faceless judges" have im- 
posed the same penalty to "absentee journalists" who have 
not been captured as yet. These actions that we vigorously 
repudiate are a serious attempt to undermine the physical 
and moral integrity of many men and women of the Peru- 
vian press. We denounce to the people of the world the 
genocidal "law" to silence dissent and seek to control what 
Peruvians want to see and hear. It calls for unprecedented 



and sweeping restrictions on the right to freedom of the 
press and speech. 

In 1994, at least 31 journalists were indicted, 13 of them 
were jailed and several more in the interior of the country 
were murdered or arrested. The regime has lost all moral 
credibility. It is easy for Fujimori to say that those who were 
killed were "executed by terrorists" or by "narcotraffickers", 
butthosewhoarebeingdetained in hisdungeonsand military 
barracksheclaims, without evidence, thattheyare "apologists 
for terrorism", guilty of "illegal association" and "collabora- 
tion." All the "facelessjudges" need to sentence a defendant 
is a police report. No investigation or trial is necessary. 

One example isthe case of journalist Alfonso Castiglioni 
Mendoza, sentenced by a "faceless judge" to 20 years in 
prison. Hewas accused of being a "Senderista", although he 
has absolutely nothing to do with the PCP. Others are Javier 
Tuanama Valera, radio broadcaster in Tarapoto (10 years), 
Anteri Gargurevich, prominent journalist and university pro- 
fessor (12 years), and Hermes Rivera Guerrero fromjaen.

At th e presen t tim e such m i stakes are being bril- 
liantly corrected th ro ugh th e application of M aoism world- 
wide and by its con crete develo pm en t: G o n zalo Thought.

Why do the pen People's C ommittees Exist? 

The PCP's military line (continuation and development 
of Maoism forged through the Great Proletarian Cultural 
Revolution in China) resolves the concrete problems of a 
revolution which, with particular developments during its 
initiation and expansion, isalso characterized byitsrelation 
to the following important conditions: 

1- Definition of imperialist countries at the level of su- 
per-powers. 

2-The proletariat is betrayed by revisionism in socialist 
countries, accelerating the restoration of capitalism 
there. 

3- The defeat of U S imperialism's invasion of Vietnam, 
which means the defeat of the most powerful reaction- 
ary army in the world. 

4- Failure of the revisionist and petty-bourgeois mili- 
tary line in its attempt to takeover the people's strug- 
gles: defeat of the "foco" strategy (e.g. Che Guevara, 
etc.) and of other errant guerrilla tendencies. 
5- The development of revolution as the main ten- 
dency in the contemporary world. 
6- As a counterpart, more and greater imperialist ac- 
tions to prevent, openly repress and dominate the 
masses, are being carried out to stop revolutions. 
Such developments have caused some revisionist "theo- 
reticians" in Peru to claim: "It is impossible to establish 
support bases since, with such a sophisticated technology 
and the fire power of the armed forces, it would be impos- 
sibleto maintain them", "the road hasto be like Nicaragua" 
(today we see howthe Sandinistasand their Cuban partners 
are selling out their countries to bourgeois democracy and 
imperialism.) 

At the start of the People's War, the reactionaries at- 
tacked the people's war with police forces and this led to 
their defeat in the front line (which today explains the 
reason for their total disintegartion); they then made use 
of their main prop: the reactionary armed forces. The PCP 
responded by creating the People's Guerrilla Army (EG P) 
and constructing the New Power in the support Base Areas 
and People's Committees. 

The reactionary army then carried out major genocides 
in their mechanistic attempt to "leave the fish without 
water," that is by killing the masses of unarmed people, 
mainlythe poor peasants, so as to leave the People'sLibera- 



tion Army(EPL) and the New Power without a social base, 
to promote the depopulation of the rural areas through 
genocides, and concentration of remaining civilians in 
prison camps. 

ThePCP responded with counter-restoration campaigns 
and further development of the Base Areas, expanding the 
People's War throughout the entire country. 

Then, thereactionaries began theformation of paramili- 
tary groupscalled "peasant patrols" or "civil defense" made 
up of big landlords, rich peasantsand other peasantsunder 
death threats. The PCP responded by carrying out a revo- 
lutionary agrarian policy, counter-restoration campaigns, 
consolidation of Base Areas, developing further the New 
Power, increasing the potential of the EPL, especiallyits main 
forces, infiltrating the "patrols" and causing internal upris- 
ings, striking powerful blows to the "black heads" and elite 
troops of the armed forces, and applying Mobile Warfare. 

In almost 15 years of People's War, the old State is 
breaking apart, as recognized even by the government 
representatives. The PCP hasreached the Strategic Equilib- 
rium stage in the protracted war. 

The counter-revolution, subjected to US government 
recipes, tries to restructure the old state. The PCP enters 
the implementation of a new and greater plan, and it 
approaches the definitive Plan to Conquest Power, that is 
the strategic counter-offensive. 

Since the start of the People's war in 1980, in strategic 
termsand according to the five great plansasapplied by the 
Military Commission of theCentral Committee of the PCP, 
the initiative of the People's War is in the hands of the 
Communist Party of Peru. Each revolutionary advance 
forces the reactionaries to respond with reactionary plans 
and actions; with the application of the new PCP plansthe 
reactionaries will be unable to respond, the conquest of 
Power will be the great victory of the revolution.

o u r co u n try, to h u m iliate th e d ign ity of th e Peru vian n a tion 
and profit person ally from im perialist h an douts as h is o wn 
wife h as confirm ed . H e co u nts o n th e su pport of cou n ter- 
revolution aries posing as "the leftist opposition" in Peru 
and abroad who collaborate with th e regime in ad vertisin g 
h is "struggle for dem ocracy," and so openly participate in 
th e charade of electoral cam paign s, sid in g with th e reac- 
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tionariesand world counter-revolution. They cry that "bu- 
reaucratic capitalism isstrong and viable." These mercenar- 
ies are dreaming that people are as stupid as they are. How 
ridiculous! The publicity campaign against the people's 
war, advertised bythe imperialist massmedia ( e.g. NY Times, 
N BC, CNN , etc.) must be rejected for what they are: a farce, 
a pack of lies to deceive the working class in all countries.

A s stated by th e PC P's C entral C om m ittee, th rough th e 
application of M arxism-Leninism-M aoism, Gonzalo 
T h ought, pr in ci pally G o nzalo T h ou gh t: "It was en ough to 
say.we salute the strategic equilibrium ! so thatthe reaction- 
aries and revisionists tremble in fear; they all started to 
shout ''terrorists!'' pu lling ou t th eir h air. T h ey search fo r a 
quick fix, the random execution of u n arm ed civilians, in- 
clud ing worn en and ch ild ren th rough bloody m ilitary op- 
eration s, to "sh o w th at there is n o strategic equilibrium .'' 
T h ey an n ou n ced with fanfare "Sen dero is strategically de- 
feated ." B ut over an d over again , th e facts bu ry their wish es: 
the Strategic Equilibrium .second stage ofthe People'sW ar, 
shakes up th e cou n try even m ore th ro ugh th e application 
and developm en t of m obile warfare, th rough th e gloriou s 
and vie to rious p role tar ian m ilitary line; th e five form s of 
struggle of the People's W ar are even m o re powerfu I not 
only in terms of quantity but also in quality. Guerrilla 
combats, mobile war maneuvers in exterior and interior 
lin es (assau Its on fortified basesand m ilitary detach m en ts, 
ambushes on police and army patrols) have become an 
ever yd ay th in g, but each tim e causin g m ore casualties in th e 
elite enemy forces which today are more demoralized. 
Their "bravery" shown in television during their training 
vaporizes an d d i sap pears wh en th ese elite troops confront 
th e People's L ibe ration A rm y (E PL ). T h en th ey start to run 
in fear. Powerful political blows: the PCP's advance and 
victory in taking over th e pro vin cia I capita Is such as P alia sea, 
in A n cash , an d in Puq u io h ave resu I ted in the total surren- 
der of the police and reactionary armed forces, where 
several priso n ers of war were liberated . If we add to th is th e 
attack and destruction of a h elicopter with troops (killing 
fou r m ilitary, th ree of th em U S M arin es) it pro ves th at th e 
People's War in Peru is demolishing the old system of 
exploitation, and it is striking where it hurts most this 
m on ster of o ppressio n , U S im perialism ; th is is a warning 
lead in g to its total defeat an d expu Ision from Peru . 

T h e People's W ar in th e cities is ad van c in g; in L i m a only 
thismonth ambushesand hit-and-run actio ns occu red al- 
most every day again st arm y patrols an d police u n its, to th e 
ex ten t th at th e so-called "R am bos" and "n in jas" (as th e 
genocidal government elite troops call themselves) now 
begin to d iso bey o rders to carry o ut repressive tasks again st 
unarmed civilian s. T h ese even ts confirm to n ation a I an d 
in tern at ion a I pu blic op in io n th e m an y ways th rough wh ich 
th e strategic equ ilibriu m is expressed , folio win g th e correct 
and just PC P d irectives: 

"The strategic equilibrium and preparation for the 
cou n ter-offen sive: fo r th e enemy it is to recover positio ns 
and m a in tain its system ;for us, prepare the strategic offen- 
sive th rough th e con struction of th e con quest of Power." 
A s facts confirm , th e EPL, led by th e PCP, is th e one th at 
has th e in itiative and ad van ces in com bat. 
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The problem for the reactionaries is that they cannot 
recover positionsas they wish. The perpetuation of the old 
system becomes more difficult, and the so called "strategy" 
that Fujimori pretends to have (to attain the pacification of 
the country during his term) is an echo of the same cackling 
sounded during the Belaunde and Garcia regimes, which 
failed in their attempt to defeatthe People'sWar. And follow- 
ing the same path of his predecessors, Fujimori only concen- 
trates in more genocides, more war without prisoners, and 
constant abuses of the surviving prisoners' families, lawyers 
and those in concentration camps (prisons). 

To cover up their failures, the criminalsunleash national 
and international campaigns to drag down the prestige of 
the PCP and the People'sWar. 

Once again they make up "divisions", "struggles", and 
"desertions" from the PCP ranks; the last one is what the 
mercenary press presents in large letters as the "massive 
desertion" of PCP guerrillas. This lie, which falls apart as 
rapidly as its own presentation, shows that imperialism and 
all reactionaries, no matter how hard they try, lack imagi- 
nation and creativity. The big bourgeoisie lacks ideas even 
when presenting their own falsified newsof hired criminals 
to pose as deserters. 

Some news organizations tried to sell false information 
as "authentic", and today the truth remains: that the pre- 
sent government employs petty criminals, M afia gangsters 
like Montesinos, and under-cover agents (for example the 
so called "speaker" of the "ex-Senderistas" interviewed in 
Argentina is no other than Walter Gomez Reategui, the 
same one employed by the Garcia-APRA government to 
infiltrate a gang of criminals known as the "Machi"). These 
personalities serve Fujimori, rich landlords, capitalists and 
US imperialism, by presenting themselves as "ex-guer- 
rilleros." At the same time, trying to take by surprise other 
newsorganizations, theChurch and the Red Crossare pushed 
onceagain into thecircus(theseorganizationswere forced to 
deny that they were giving "protection" to more than 68 
members of the SIN attempting to poseas'Tepentants"). 

The farce was set up so badly that only a couple of 
newspapers, known for their shameless sensationalism and 
blind obedience to rich gangsters and US imperialism, 
Ultima Hora and La Republica, repeated the lie. 

They lose no opportunity to eatupthedroppingsof the 
old State with pity, as if wanting to comfort their masters, 
trying to show as true the lies that they themselves helped 
to create. LetusseewhatthemercenaryCesarLevano writes 
in his newspaper: "It all seems to confirm that there is a 
numerousgroup of deserters. ..the character that spoke for 
them is, in fact, a spokesman". 

Itisnecessaryto clarify to thisindividualthatthespokesman 
is not of the Maoists. Heisthe spokesman of the group hired 



by Fujimori to pose as "deserters" struggling for a "peace 
accord." 

But still wanting to showastruth thegovernment'sfarce, 
the mercenary Levano runsin a hurryto get the "opinion" 
of another mercenary, the foolish senderologist Raul Gon- 
zales. Thisone says: "A request to theparliament(CCD) to 
prepare the pacification mechanisms taking into account 
the integration into society of those who want to abandon 
the armed struggle ... this escape of guerrillas to countries 
abroad shows that the policy of amnesty and re-insertion for 
those who forvariousreasonsarewillingto desert isafailure". 

What remains clear is that the reactionaries want to 
institutionalize spying and intelligence activities; they even 
plan to install oneofficeof the political police (SI N ) in each 
government bureaucracy. Each time that desertionsor "re- 
pentance" occur these are from their own ranks (soldiers 
from poor sectors of the population who refuse to fight 
their own brothers and sisters, and prefer to join the ranks 
of the revolution, or in the case of officers lacking a con- 
scious ideology, they prefer to submit their resignations 
before being forced to abuse the unarmed population, or 
to die in the battlefield). 

Trying to give the appearance that their misinformation 
and double talk has political relevance, Levano (who once 
claimed to be a Marxist) and co. request help from other 
mercenaries such as the plagiarist ex-senator Ferrero Costa, 
who also tries to comfort the rich and asks not to lose hope : 
"The information received reporting the desertion of 65 ex- 
militants from the ranks of Sendero Luminoso is the start of 
something meaningful" and adds, "even considering the lead- 
ership problems existing in the interior of that organization". 

For this filthy reactionary, the two line struggle within the 
Party, as practiced by the PCP, is symptom of rivalry and 
antagonistic confrontations. Whathecannotunderstand, nor 
will ever understand any member of the counter-revolution, 
isthat the two-line struggle isthe source of life for the PCP. It 
isthe mean to liberate all that iscontraryto the proletariat and 
the revolution. This is why the PCP, under the guidance, 
application and development of Marxism-Leninism-Maoism, 
Gonzalo Thought, isthe vanguard of all true revolutionaries 
and Communist Parties worldwide, because the PCP leadsthe 
People'sWar as part of the World Proletarian Revolution. 

To conclude, let us briefly assess what La Republica an- 
other mouthpiece of the regime, this sewage prints in its 
editorial ofthismonth: "In the meantime the newsof these 
68desertions[unableto agree even inthenumbers] should 
cause happiness for the country. This should be answered 
immediately with an effective pacification strategy, without 
neglecting the military field, bringing back in our country 
the dominance of civil society, and the complete re-estab- 
lishment of H uman Rights. We are not there yet, and there 
is a lot more to do before saying that we are advancing". 
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From this statement, as well as from others, the following 
standsout: they recognize that their strategy isnot effective, 
it is falling to pieces, and calls for the participation of the 
civilian population in the counter-revolutionary campaigns 
under the cover to establish respect for "human rights", 
which are only remembered when theyare useful asa pretext 
for the reactionaries. And last, it isrecognized that the govern- 
ment isclearly losing the war since they cannot even state that 
theyare advancing, because they have been wiped out in great 
part of the national territory, where today the New Power 
develops, the People's Republic of Peru in formation. 

Result: this attempted campaigns of "desertions", "divi- 
sions" and "peace accords" remain defeated; imperialism 
and reactionaries continue to suffer failures and defeats in 
all fronts. The construction of the conquest of Power ad- 
vances, the People's War is invincible!.

tion in our heroic people, liquidate the Party and annihi- 
late the people's war..." 

[Committee of families of political prisoners, 
prisoners of war and the disappeared of Peru] 
The Peru People's M o ve m e n t ( M PP) with a basis in the 
imperialist USA, rejects the apocryphal document: 
"Struggle for a peace accord and set th e basis fo r th e secon d 
congress" elaborated by so m e cap itu la tors im prison ed in 
Yan am ayo and tran sferred and to u red by th e reaction a ries 
to C an to G ran d e , C h orrillos, etc. to spread it with th e aid 
of th e police auth orities of th e priso n s, repressin g wh oever 
is not in agreement with the "Peace Accord" and thus 
p re ten d in g to silence th e unmasking by com batan ts of th e 
revisionist positions. In the same way, in an action well 
coord in a ted between th e cap itu la tors an d th e reaction a r- 
ies, this document was published by that most obscene 
lam poo n of th e psych o logic a I war again st th e people, La 
Republics and later reprinted by Sol Peru of Paris who 



without scruplesand withoutthe authorization of the M PPs 
sent it to the yellow press of that country for widespread 
distribution, thus confirming their role as servants of the 
mass murderer Fujimori and of Yankee imperialism. The 
basis for this is simple: divide and conquer. 

Based on an M-L-M, Gonzalo thought analysis we reach 
the conclusion that the notorious document is REVISION- 
IST, capitulationist, and is based fundamentally and in 
essence in the pessimism expressed in giving the govern- 
ment a relative superiority (the reactionaries, the enemy is 
a paper tiger,) shamefully praising it by saying: "the govern- 
ment has achieved real successes..." We knowfrom Marxist 
principlesand analysisthatan incorrect strategyorone with 
errors carries problems of application and fatigue (cap- 
tures) but does not give the enemy total successes; their 
temporary successes are a product of our errors. In another 
document produced in November, whose wording carries 
the headline: prisoners in the shining trenches of combat, 
states that "... the Peruvian nation faces strong setbacksand 
the bourgeoisie should complete its bureaucratic develop- 
ment..." This statement signifies: that these miserable and 
decrepit revisionists are suggesting that the proletariat as 
leading class and its organized party with the peasantry as 
an ally cannot bring to its conclusion the New Democratic 
revolution, but that the bureaucratic bourgeoisie should 
complete the bourgeoisdemocratic revolution, for which it 
is necessary to implement Peace Accords, supposedly to 
combat imperialism (a thesis of Apra: Anti-imperialism and 
Apra) . They state that if some leaders are captured there 
are no successorsand no leadership and thatthiscannot be 
resolved for a long time (until after 2010!) and that in the 
meantime, "the perspective of the people's war would not 
be one of growth, but of maintenance..." (they must mean 
a stalemate) ; furthermore, they say that "we should fightfor 
a peace accord... and it will thus serve to unite the people; 
despite their divergences they have a common interest that 
unitesthem." For them, society is not divided into classes, 
rather they differentiate by divergences and that they have 
a profound commonalty of intereststhat unitesthem. This 
is called: class conciliation. Conclusion: 100 percent revi- 
sionism. The document "ConversationsLeading to a Peace 
Accord..." that some revisionist capitulators are spreading 
in the prisons, as well asbannersin frontof Canto Grande, 
painted slogans, etc. surprised many comrades in the pris- 
ons at first, but little by little as they analyzed and studied, 
thecomradeshavetakenthecorrectposition. Thefirststep 
was the special edition of El Diario and what spoke even 
more clearly are the actions throughout the country, acts 
of sabotage, propaganda, occupation of towns (Saturday, 
March 26: 100 guerrillas take the town of Trujillo, bring 
governmentauthoritiestojustice, paintslogansand spread 
people's war, etc.) . To describe all the actions is beyond

the scope of this article, aside from those actions in distant 
regions where the Party is influential and news is scarce. 

The reactionaries throughout the years of development 
of the people's war could not and cannot liquidate the 
party; they have unleashed repression against the combat- 
ants, tortured them, and massacred peasants organized by 
the Party. For years they have also invented and spread 
rumors of fights within the Party, divisions, confrontations 
between factionsof "militarists" and "politicians," illnesses 
of Chairman Gonzalo, his death, etc. None of this made 
the merest dent within the Party, the fighters, the masses, 
the people, as well as the objective press and the interna- 
tional press; they saw that the onlyto do this was by captur- 
ing Chairman Gonzalo and some part of the leadership 
(not all of it) so as to decapitate the Party. They partially 
achieved this, but that is a long way from liquidating the 
Party because the Central Committee is intact. The enemy 
directed by the SIN and supported by a special apparatus 
of DINCOTE (GEIN) which is staffed by agents of Israeli 
intelligence, who have suggested to and convinced the 
government of Fujimori to complete the plan they have 
created: letters calling for "peace accords" and television 
appearances where someone appears as author of the let- 
ters and is supposedly Chairman Gonzalo seeking "peace 
accords." These accordshave only one party, the reaction- 
ary one, where the government gives no concessions and 
where the government has insisted that same accord could 
only be completed with the unconditional surrender and 
handing over of arms, ceasing of actions and using the law 
of repentance (becoming informers). In synthesis, this is 
called: CAPITULATION, SHAMEFUL SURRENDER. 

To finalize the crushing of the slander by the Party, the 
appearance of capitulators (both within and without the 
country) is good for us, because from this we will discover 
who are the rightists within our ranks, and who are the 
defenders of the red line; the proletarian faction will win. 
There are friends, many members of the Rl M , and all the 
masses in foreign countries that support the Peruvian revo- 
lution and repudiate the work of the fifth column of the 
genocidal dictatorship overseas. The people's war master- 
fully lead by the PCP and Chairman Gonzalo continues 
victoriously until the seizure of power countrywide.

CD evolutionarystrugglesm ustaim at u n ity to carry o u t 
revo lutio n and conquer political power for the pro- 
letariat an d the m asses of poor and o p p ressed peo p les in 
every country. This is called revolutionary unity, and 
wh ere th ere is u n ity th ere is co n trad ictio n . U n ity is tran s- 
f o r m e d in to struggle, and th en th ere is u n ity again . T h u s 
on a new basis, u n ity-criticism -u n ity wh ich is M arxism ■ 
Leninism -Maoism ( M -L -M ) , principally Maoism, the 
lead in g ideo logy of th e p ro letariat in tod ay's wo rid . A II 
revo lutio n aries m u st u n ite under M -L -M , apply th is ideo I- 
ogy to th e con crete co n d itio n s of each co u n try, an d at th e 
sa m e tim e struggle again st th ose who talk a b o ut "u n ity", a 
unity in the vacuum, and do not practice struggle. Spe- 
cially, we should struggle against those who pretend to 
analyze or "investigate" all the time but fail to take a 
position on critical issues. T h ose "frien d s " do not under- 
stan d nor p ractice M arxism -L en in ism -M ao ism . 

The R evolution a ry C om m u n ist Party of U SA (RC P-U SA ) 
is con tin uously presen tin g every week for more than two 
years, in its n ewspaper th e Ra/olutionaryWorker, a deceptive 
version of reality. It says: "Fujimori has repeatedly claimed 
that Chairman Gonzalo has made a call for negotiations 
from prison. In this situation, what possible excuse can 
Fujimori now offer for continuing to deny Comrade Gon- 
zalo independent contact...? It is vitally important for peo- 
ple in Peru and around the world to hear what Chairman 
Gonzalo's views are from Chairman Gonzalo himself— di- 
rectly and unimpeded". 

After morethan 14yearsofvictoriousPeople'sWar, now 
in the stage of strategic equilibrium in preparation for the 
strategic counter-offensive, a clique of revisionists (counter- 
revolutionaries disguised as "leftists") ensconced in the 
RCP-USA attempt to suppress the position of Chairman 
Gonzalo. Now, after morethan 14 years of People's War in 
Peru, the RCP-USA acts as if they suddenly forgot that the 
aim of the People's War is. To refreshe their memory, this 
was clearly expressed by Chairman Gonzalo and the Com- 
munist Party of Peru (PCP) for decades. It isthe conquest 
of Power in the whole country to serve the proletariat and 
oppressed peoples in Peru and the whole world. By claim- 
ing that, "it is vitally important for people in Peru and 
around the world to hear what Chairman Gonzalo's views 
are from Chairman Gonzalo himself -—directly and unim- 
peded" the RCP-U SA tries to deceive the public into believ- 
ing that the viewsof Chairman Gonzalo are unknown, and in 
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this way, the RCP-U SA refuses to expose and reject the imperi- 
alist "peace accord" for what it is: a sinister imperialist attack 
against Chairman Gonzalo, the PCP, the People's War in Peru 
and the World Proletarian Revolution. 

Following a bourgeois perspective ("heroes make his- 
tory") some paper Maoists of the RCP reject Maoism in 
practice. Instead, they uphold, defend and apply individu- 
alist capitalist ideology. It is clear that through Marxism- 
Leninism-Maoism, principally Maoism, the masses make his- 
tory, the organized revolutionary masses of poor and op- 
pressed peoplesled by Communist Partiesin People'sWar. 

I n addition to their "support", and the cover of "neutral 
investigation" without "endorsement", revisionists in lead- 
ing positions inside the RCP-U SA are circulating, through 
"Revolution Books" stores, and by other means in the US, 
counter-revolutionary propaganda against the People's 
War in Peru, against the PCP Central Committee, and the 
MPP-USA; in concrete, a "study package" is being distrib- 
uted which includes counter-revolutionary psychological 
warfare materials under the cover of a statement from the 
Revolutionary Internationalist Movement (RIM). In the 
package, in addition to old PCP materials and fragments 
from supportive organizations, the RCP-U SA distributes 
materialsfrom Comite Sol Peru in France, which has been 
infiltrated by SIN (Peruvian CIA), calling to "struggle for a 
peace accord". Further, the RCP-U SA is also distributing 
documents prepared by the CIA, these are the "peace 
letters" and the essay: "Take up and fightfor a newdecision 
and new definition: peace accord" both in Spanish and 
English. This counter-revolutionary propaganda is distrib- 
uted together with RIM materials to give the appearance 
that such are the "two lines inside the PCP" and that there 
are "two linesamong supporters of the People'sWar". The 
MPP-USA categorically denies such assertions. The RCP- 
USA is applying psychological warfare components pre- 
pared by the imperialists against the People'sWar. [For a 
detailed explanation of how the "peace accord" was fabri- 
cated see the Editorial of El Diario, L ima, J anuary 1994; and 
the article "Operation Capitulation" in El Diario Interna- 
tional No. 24, November 1994] 

It is clear that intelligence services and the puppet Fuji- 
mori regime are manipulating images of Chairman Gon- 
zalo, and, employing some traitors already in prison, to 
create a fictitious "central committee" under the name of 
"direction central". In conjunction, the reactionaries are 
employing the mass media to fool the public in various 
countries that such "direccion central" in prison istheone 
thatcommandsthe People'sWar and that now it is asking 
for a "peace accord." Such document isentitled, "Take up 
and fight for a new decision and new definition: peace 
accord," document that the RCP-U SA is distributing 



through its "Revolution Books" stores, and through other 
means, in the U nited States. 

The truth of the matter is that the so-called "direccion 
central" is a group of tortured individuals and traitors, in 
the prison of Yanamayo, Puno, who are being manipulated 
by foreign experts and the Fujimori government to create 
the appearance thatthe People'sWar isdefeated or the PCP 
is "split." In reality there is no such "two line struggle" of 
this kind (on capitulation) inside the PCP, those who call 
for "peace" are the reactionaries and imperialists reacting 
in desperation because the People's War is victoriously 
advancing countrywide; the reactionaries want people to 
believe that the PCP is "surrendering" and come up with 
new imaginative names for the PCP such as "Red faction", 
"Sendero mar rojo" "Guzman faction", "Feliciano fac- 
tion", "remaining militarists", etc. Moreover, because of so 
much emphasison "defending the life of Dr. Guzman" the 
CIA has devised a plan to present Chairman Gonzalo, the 
great leader of the revolution, as a traitor calling for a 
"peace accord." In thisway, imperialist agents infiltrated in 
some organizationssupportive of the People'sWar can raise 
their headsshouting "we defend and followthe great leader 
of the revolution, let us struggle for a 'peace accord.'" 
These "friends" want people to ignore, in practice, that 
Chairman Gonzalo is in prison, in isolation and under 
torture. These "friends" forgot the great speech from the 
cage, they present Chairman Gonzalo as a capitulator, and 
call many honest people "traitors" and "ultraleftists" who 
sincerelysupportthe massesof poor and oppressed peoples 
carrying out the armed struggle in Peru. 

In essence, the "friends" of the RCP-U SA do not recog- 
nize that the PCP Central Committee iscommandingthe 
People'sWar, the RCP-U SA does not consider valid the 
PCP Directives; RCP members continuously keep on re- 
peating to supporters of the revolution in Peru: "Who 
knows IF it is the PCP", "we have to investigate" and 
under this cover, since the middle of 1993, news from 
Peru isdelayed and recent PCP documents, even El Diario 
International, are summarily banned or censored in their 
"stores"; the RCP tries to cover up this treachery by 
offering for sale old issues of El Diario International. In 
addition, TheNew Flag {La Nueva Bandera) published by 
the MPP-USA, is attacked by these "friends" claiming 
"who knows who they are" "who knows IF itisthe PCP", 
"we have to be very careful", "we are investigating", "how 
can anyone believe what they write in their paper? they 
lie". H owever, what is most striking is that the contents 
of TheNew Flag journal areclearlyaga/nstthe reactionary 
"peace accord" and supportive of the PCP's Central 
Committee, the strategic equilibrium in the People'sWar 
and the People's Republic of Peru in formation. It does 
not matter, these RCP-U SA "friends" continue in their 
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attempts to createdistrustand suspicion around the M PP- 
U SA and the PCP Central Committee. 

The RCP "friends" constantly refer to Mao's negotia- 
tions with Chiang Kaishek in China, and use such as a 
basis for serious consideration of "negotiations" of the 
People's War. But "negotiation" of the People's War in 
Peru "because there is a leadership problem that cannot 
be solved" is nothing more than a sinister scam, a trap, 
prepared and implemented by the CIA through the pup- 
pet Fujimori government. The revisionists leaders of the 
RCP-USA are experts at "mind games", at manipulating 
the past to distort the present. Again, theyconfuse people 
and suppress, in practice, the position of Chairman Gon- 
zalo, and reject, in practice, the great conquests of the 
People's War in Peru. In this way the revisionists in the 
RCP-USA attack Chairman Gonzalo,and attack Marxism- 
Leninism-Maoism, Gonzalo Thought. They do not want 
people to learn that the People's War is invincible, and 
betray the proletariat and oppressed peoples in all coun- 
tries. 

People who honestly support the revolution in Peru 
are conscious that after more than 14 years of victorious 
People's War, at present in strategic equilibrium and 
preparing the strategic counter-offensive, with a system 
of Base Areas, with a heroic PCP leading the powerful and 
victorious People's Liberation Army(EPL)and People's 
Front, and with strong international support, it would be 
atreason to now negotiate a "peaceaccord", an imperialist peace. 
Why stop? It is obvious that the People's War is advancing 
towardsthe conquest of Power in the whole country, and 
the onlyoneswho wantto stop it and achieve "peace" are 
theimperialistsand reactionariesin Peru and all over the 
world. For the PCP, there is no reason to "negotiate 
peace"; on the contrary, there isevery reason for the PCP 
to lead the armed struggle— and it is doing so— to com- 
plete the democratic revolution, and continue with the 
socialist revolution and cultural revolutions, to reach 
communism in Peru and the whole world. These are the 
tasks for the present to conquer a brilliant future, until 
communism.

The h i story of th e In tern ation a I C om m u n ist M ovem en t 
is a glorious process of struggle th ro ugh wh ich th e 
communists in the world have fought, and continue to 
fight, fo r u n ity in order to attain th eir u n alterable goal: a 
com m u n ist society. In th is h ero ic struggle, th ree Interna- 
tion als took sh ape. 

T h e In tern atio nal W orkers' A ssociatio n , or First In terna- 
tio n al, wasfo u n ded by M arx and E n gels in 18 64 in th e h ard 
struggle to oppose and crush the anarchistic positions of 
Bakunin. It established the doctrine of the proletariat: 
Marxism. Lenin says that the role fulfilled by the First 
In tern atio n a I was to lay th e ideological fo u n datio n s of th e 
doctrine of the proletariat. This International split, and 
when th is split was b lam ed on M arx and Engels, they an- 
swered th at if such a d i vision had n ot occu rred , th e In ter- 
nation al wo u Id h ave d ied in any case --killed by th ose who 
were u n ited in rejecting prin ciples. 

The Second International was founded by Engels in 
18 89. It served to m u Iti ply organ ization s an d parties, but 
with the death of Engels, old-style revisionism was un- 
leash ed . T h is was to be fought an d crush ed by Lenin. This 
International became bankrupt in the First World War 
when its lead ersh ip (Kautskyand B em stein ) su p ported th at 
war of plunder and th eir own cou n tries' bo u rgeoisie, in- 
stead of o pposin g th e im perialist W orld War in order to 
transform it into revolution. T hey turned into social-patriots. 



In 1919 Lenin form ed the T h ird In tern atio n a I, th e C om - 
m u n ist In tern ation a I, con ceivin g it as a fig h tin g m ach in e to 
carry out the world revolu tio n and th e establish m en t of th e 
proletarian d ictatorsh ip. T wo problem s em erged in the 
C om m u n ist In tern atio n a I during th e 1920s wh ich were to 
have great repercussions: the problem of Germany (or 
rather, the revolution in an advanced country), and the 
C h in a problem (o r revolution in a backward cou n try). T h e 
situation th en became more acute with th e emergence and 
victory of fascism . T h orez an d T ogliatti proposed revisio n ist 
op in ion s on th e con ception of th e U n ited Front, see kin g to 
su p port rath er than destroy th e o Id order, wh ile center in g 
solely on the anti-fascist struggle. It is an urgent task for 
com m un ists, and for our Party, to evaluate the C om m un ist 
International, especially its Seventh C ongress before W orld 
War II, and the role of C om rade Stalin . In 1943 the In tern a - 
tion a I was d issolved, leaving on ly an Inform ation C om m ittee. 

T h e struggle of com m u n ists to u n ite at an in tern ation al 
level has been long and complex. This was shown after 
W orld W ar II in th e struggle again st con tern porary revision - 
ism . T ito was con dem n ed in 19 48. T h e ideas of B rowder 
also played an o m in ous role.T h e W orkers' an d C om m u n ist 
parties m et in M o scow in 1957 an d 1960 after th e T wen tie th 
C on gress of th e C om m u n ist Party of th e Soviet U n ion 
(C PSU ) in 1956, in wh ich Khrushchev had already over- 
tu rn ed th e d ictato rsh ip of th e proletariat in th e U SSR , and 
assaulted it under the pretext of combating Comrade 
Stalin . T h e prestige of th e U SSR was great th rough out th e 
world , an d in such circu m stan ces th e m eetin gs of 1957 an d 
1960 agreed on am biguous positio n s, in sp ite of th e firm , 
principled positio ns u ph eld by th e C C P (especially those of 
C h airm an Mao), and th e Labor Party of A lb an ia. The 
position s of C h airm an M ao caused th e C PSU to alter so m e 
of its position s, but th e position s of con tern porary revision - 
ism were systematized in 1961, when the CPSU held its 
T wen ty-seco n d C on gress. 

C h airm an M a o, lead in g th e C om m u n ist Party of C h in a, 
summarized the essence of the new revisionism systema- 
tized in th e "th ree peacefu Is" and "two alls." W ith "peace- 
fu I coexisten ce," Khrushchev had twisted th e o Id th esis of 
Lenin th at d istin gu ish ed between relation sh ips am on g 
states to th ose with in states, to propose th at th e gen era I lin e 
of th e In tern atio n a I C om m u n ist M ovem en t is "peacefu I 
coexisten ce." For K h rush ch ev, th e problem was to prevent 
war, because according to him, atomic weapons did not 
distinguish between exploiters an d exploited and men had 
to fratern ize in ord er to preven tth e an n ih ilation of h u m an - 
ity. "Peaceful transition" proposes that revolution no 
Ion ger reg u ired revolution a ry violen ce but that o n e social 
system could be transformed into another through the 
"peacefu I ro u te " : th ro ugh election so r par liam en tarian ism . 
The concept of "peacefu I em u I a tio n " expressed th e idea 
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that to destroy the imperialist system, the socialist system 
had to emulate it in order to demonstrate to the imperialists 
that the socialist system issuperior, and thusencouragethe 
imperialists to become socialists. The "state of the whole 
people" was the revisionist thesis with which Khrushchev 
intended to deny the class character of the state. It was 
specifically aimed against the dictatorship of the proletar- 
iat. The "partyof the whole people" wasanother monstros- 
ity which denied the class character of the Party as the party 
of the proletariat. Thus Khrushchev maintained that the 
Twenty-second Congressof the CPSU wasthe new program 
of the communists, and substituted the bourgeois slogans 
of "liberty," "fraternity" and "equality" for the Communist 
Manifesto. The Manifesto is the program of the Commu- 
nists, and its dental aroused and sharpened the struggle 
between Marxism and revisionism. 

On June 14th, 1963, the "Proposal on the General Line 
of the International Communist Movement" (also known 
as "the Chinese letter") was published. Then the "Nine 
Commentaries," in which Chairman Mao and the CCP 
brilliantly unmasked and crushed modern revisionism in 
all aspects, were circulated. 

We understand that Chairman M ao and the CCP feltthat 
itwasinconvenienttoformanewCommunistlnternational 
in such circumstances, because the political and ideological 
base— which had to be Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong 
Thought— had not yet been defined. This was mainly due 
to the fact that the Labor Party of Albania, led by Enver 
Hoxha, did not accept Mao Zedong Thought and advo- 
cated an International based only on Marxism-Leninism, 
disregarding the new developments. This was because in 
essence, Hoxha was opposed to Mao Zedong Thought. 

The growing influence of Chairman Mao in the world 
unfolded with the Great Proletarian Cultural Revolution. 
The CCP focused on very urgent problems, such as recov- 
ering power in the People's Republic of China from the 
usurpation of the revisionistsLiu Shaochi and DengXiaop- 
ing, and on the method to continue the revolution under 
the dictatorship of the proletariat. ThusChairman Mao, in 
the class struggle at home, and in the struggle against 
revisionism on the international level, became the great 
teacher of the proletariat and the leader of the world 
revolution. H is thought developed into the third stage of 
Marxism. In that era, we Communists referred to this as 
"Mao Zedong Thought." The Communist Party of Peru 
adopted Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought as the 
basis of party unity at the Sixth National Conference in 
January 1969, as a result of the struggle of Chairman Gon- 
zalo and the Red Fraction of the Party that had been 
adhering to Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought 
since 1966. Chairman Gonzalo upheld the positions of 
Chairman M ao as early as 1962, and on the basis of that 



viewpoint, wenton to forgetheRed Fraction. Theauth en tic 
Communists were waiting for the CCP to define Maoism as 
thethird stageof M arxism, butwith thedeath of Chairman 
Mao in September 1976, theChineserevisionistspulled of 
acounterrevolutionarycoupaimedatChairman Mao and 
histhought. Thusthe unityof the Marxists encountered 
seriousand complex problems, buttheCommunistParty 
of Peru remained firm and unshakable in the defense of 
Marxism-Leninism-MaoZedongThought, unmasking the 
counterrevolutionary coup and the revisionist usurpation 
in China. It was at that time that the Widened Political 
Bureau of October 1976 declared, "To be a Marxist is to 
adheretoMarxism-L en in ism-MaoZedongT nought." 

With the death of Chairman Mao and the revisionist 
usurpation in China by Deng and his gang, we Commu- 
nists were left scattered in the world without a center or 
base for world revolution; the counterrevolutionaries 
sank in their claws to negate Chairman Mao and the 
validity of Marxism-Lenin ism -Mao Zedong Thought. The 
triple revisionist assault of Deng Xiaoping (Chinese revi- 
sionism), Hoxha (Albanian revisionism), and Brezhnev 
(Russian revisionism) was unfettered. In the face of this, 
in 1979, at the First National Conference, Chairman 
Gonzalo called upon the whole party to defend and apply 
Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought against the re- 
visionist triple assault. In these positions the Party re- 
mained firm and upheld an unalterable, principled posi- 
tion. In 1980, the PCP launched the People's War, based 
on Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought and is ap- 
plying and developing the People's War that has ad- 
vanced further with the comprehension of Maoism asthe 
third stage of Marxism. It was therefore agreed at the 
Second National Conference in May 1982 that Marxism- 
Leninism-Maoism is the third stageof Marxism, and that 
the PCP constituted the only party in the world in the 
vanguard of the defense of Maoism, assuming the task of 
struggli ng for the unity of the Marxist-Lenin ist-Maoistsof 
the world so that this ideology might become the leader 
and guide of the world and Peruvian revolutions. 

The application of Marxism-Leninism-Maoism must be 
specific to each revolution, so that it does not become a 
mechanical formula. For this reason, the Peruvian Revolu- 
tion has generated Chairman Gonzalo and Gonzalo 
Thought— the principle and basisof Party unity. Each revo- 
lution must specifyitsguiding thought, without which there 
can be no application of Marxism-Leninism-Maoism, nor 
any revolutionary development. 

Intheautumnof 1980, 13 communist parti esand organi- 
zations signed a statement, "To the Marxist-Leninists, 
Workersand the ppressed of All Countries," calling upon 
Communists to unite in Marxist-Leninist struggle and to 
uphold Chairman Mao. Butitdid not present Maoism asa 
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new stage with universal validity. The Revolutionary Com- 
munist Party, USA led this effort. In 1983 the RCP,USA 
contacted the PCP and invited itto sign the 1980 statement, 
but the PCP opposed it since Mao Zedong Thought was not 
considered therein. We were already basing ourselves on 
Marxism-Leninism-Maoism. 

In March 1984 the Second Conference of these organi- 
zations was held, and the Revolutionary Internationalist 
Movement (RIM) was founded. A joint statement was ap- 
proved, referring to unityand struggle within Marxism-Len- 
inism-M ao Zedong Thought. ur position on the inclusion 
of the PCP in RIM is condensed in a letter written to the 
Committee of RIM in October 1986: 

"We wish to reiterate two questionsaboutthisissue. First: 
from the beginning of our ties, the origin of our differences 
was the substantive and decisive question of Marxism-Len- 
inism-Maoism as the only, valid new stage in the develop- 
ment of proletarian ideology, having universal validity. 
Maoism isthe key issue. Hence our objection to the choice 
of 'Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought.' Even so, we 
think that to solve what we regard as an indispensable 
premise, is complex, will require time and revolutionary 
development." 

"Second: While signing the Declaration produced bythe 
second meeting which founded the RIM, we did so with obser- 
vations and even differences, which we specifically outlined in 
memoranda. We reiterated these in meetings, reports and 
communications which clearly indicate differences— on the 
principle contradiction, the revolutionary situation of unequal 
development, on world war, and on some of the criteria for the 
role of the Rl M . There are, moreover, more important points, 
such as the universal validityof M arxism-Leninism-M aoism, and 
in particular thegeneralvalidityofPeople'sWar(theexpression 
of proletarian military theory that our class has developed 
completely with Mao Zedong), and our insistence in always 
raising the great slogan, "Proletarians of all countries, unite!" 
Nevertheless, we thoughtand continue to thinkth at the Decla- 
ration constituted and continues to constitute a relative basisof 
unity. The advance of our M ovement itself demandsthe devel- 
opment and improvement of this [organization], as facts al- 
ready demonstrate clearly. 

"Some at present dismiss the Declaration asopportunist. 
Others assert that it does not help solve the burning prob- 
lems that the revolution demands, and say that we should 
move on to a new declaration. The PCP believes that the 
RIM faces problems on various levels: on the ideological 
level, to advance towards the comprehension of Marxism- 
Leninism-Maoism. Thisadvance isprincipal, and even po- 
litical development hinges upon it. On the political level: 
to advance in defining the fundamental contradictions, 
and the principal global contradiction, [and advance in 
understanding] theissueoftheThird World War, [thefact] 



that revolution isthe main tendency, and in the event of 
imperialist war, we must transform it into People's War. In 
the course of this, the lines we follow to achieve the estab- 
lishment of the needed International must continue the 
gloriouslnternationalCommunistMovement. Concerning 
mass work, our point of departure is the slogans "The 
masses make history," "It's rightto rebel," and "The colos- 
sal garbage heap..." The purpose of mass work is to begin 
and develop People'sWar. Leadership iskey, requiringtime 
for its training, development and authorization. Two-line 
struggleisnotbeinghandledasitshouldbe[in RIM]. These 
are problems of development, but if they are not handled 
fairly and correctly, they can produce disarticulation, and 
such negative possibilitiesnecessarily cause usconcern. We 
believe that the Committee of the RIM aims to impose the 
phrase "Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought," to 
place uswithin the Declaration, and to resolve the problems 
of direction of the Committee that give us cause to think 
aboutthe existence of hegemonistic tendencies." 

Taking this situation into account, we reaffirm, in the 
Fourth National Conference of the PCP (October 1986) 
our intention to constitute a fraction within the Interna- 
tional Communist Movement, in order that Marxism-Len- 
inism-Maoism, principally Maoism, is the direction and 
guide of world revolution. We "Uphold, defend and apply 
Marxism-Leninism-Maoism!" since only with this ideology 
can the international proletariat, through its Communist 
Parties, seize power and emancipate itself as a class. 

We advocate the reconstitution of the Communist I nter- 
national,and we regard the Revolutionary Internationalist 
Movement as a step in that direction. It will serve this 
purpose as long as it upholds and follows a correct and just 
ideological and political line. 

The struggle to make Marxism-Leninism-Maoism, prin- 
cipallyM aoism, the direction and guide of world revolution 
will be long, complex, and difficult but in the end, the 
Marxist-Leninist-Maoistsof the world will succeed. Marxism 
has not taken a step in its life without struggle.

This has been 
the focus of repeated struggles between Marxists on the 
one hand and revisionism, Trotskyism, reformism, anar- 
chism and all kinds of bourgeois and petty bourgeois 
ideologyon the other. 

Thishasbeen theexperiencefromtheParisCommune; 
the 1917 October Revolution in Russia, to the victory of the 
revolution in China in 1949, to today. Violent revolution is 
the universal principle of proletarian revolution. Marxist- 
Leninist-Maoistsand their partymust adhere to thisuniver- 
sal principle and apply itto the concrete conditionsof their 
own country; and apply the thesisof Mao Tsetung, "Politi- 
cal power grows out of the barrel of the gun". 

On the other hand, a political party suffers setbacks in 
revolution if it fails to have a strong army or gives up 
revolutionary armed force. 

Some partiesfailed to take hold of the gun and therefore 
were helpless when the reactionaries attacked. The result 
was the slaughter of millions of revolutionary people and 
the revolutionary cause of the masses was put back for 
decades. This was the experience of our I ndonesian sisters 
and brothers. 

I n other cases, after the revolutionary people had already 
taken up arms and their armed forces had grown, certain 
people in their ranks handed over the peoples' armed 
forces to the sterile parliamentary benches or they were 
duped by various bourgeois schemes 

Communist partieshave participated in parliamentsonly 
in situations where this was necessary to more effectively 
expose the fraud of bourgeois parliamentarism. Revision- 
ists and reformists, on the other hand, worship parliament 
and structure their whole activity around getting seats. If 
the revisionists win a majority in the bourgeois parliament, 



it does not alter the class character of the bourgeois state. 
Even if a majority is won through elections, the bourgeoisie 
either cancel parliament, declare the election null and void, 
or expel the Communists. No one has ever overthrown the 
bourgeois state through a bourgeois parliament. 

Chairman Gonzalo (Interview with El Diario) said, "A 
Communist Party's central task is the seizure of power for 
the proletariat and the people..." 

During the Interview, Chairman Gonzalo was asked 
about talks with Alan Garcia, and we should study this 
passage. Chairman Gonzalo said, (in part), "... In diplo- 
matic meetings agreements signed at the table only reflect 
what has already been established on the battlefield, be- 
cause no one is going to give up what they have not obvi- 
ously lost"; and, "... who talks about talks? the revisionists, 
the opportunists... and those who have hope for the demo- 
bourgeois order, for this reactionary order... are they not 
the same ones who are promoting pacification, our destruc- 
tion?... " 

The present Fujimori/ U SA "peace accords" is a refur- 
bished Krushchev version of the "state of the whole peo- 
ple", party of the whole people, peaceful competition and 
peaceful coexistence, imperialism is no longer predatory, 
reconciliation between classes, and peaceful transition to 
socialism. Just as Krushchev sought to eliminate class strug- 
gle, obliterate classes and split communist parties all over 
the world; so Fujimori/ USA peddle their 'peace accords' to 
split the PCP and the world movement to support the 
revolution in Peru. 

These sinister proposals have not split the PCP whose 
statementsand evidence since, proves thatthePeople'sWar 
is strengthening all over the country.The capture of Chair- 
man Gonzalo and other leaders by the fascist Fujimori was 
a blowto the revolutionary forces in Peru and world wide... 
but, Chairman Gonzalo said, from the cage: "it isa bend in 
the road.' And, as Mao Tsetung said, 'Pick up your dead, 
tend the wounded and fight on.' 

The old imperialist dream to stop the People's War is an 
aim impossible to reach because the Maoist revolution in 
Peru is part of the evolution of matter and it will unleash 
stormsand fire in thefutureto burythisdecadentand dying 
world wide imperialist order. 

Our committee believes, that all people generally and 
the communists in particular, must support the People s 
War in Peru. It is a basic task for all who are for the 
destruction of imperialism, bureaucratic capitalism, semi- 
feudalism and fascism. Any wavering on behalf of negotia- 
tions mid stream will only weaken the will of the masses to 
fight and carry on the struggle to the end. 

Wavering in our resolve will strengthen the fascist 
regime, backed by U S imperialism, to carry out further 
vicious attacks on theAndean communities, annihilating 
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whole villagesand killing innocent people accusing them 
of terrorism', and thefurthermassacresofprisonersof war. 

Some people calling themselves Maoist fail to come 
outstronglyin supportof oursistersand brothers waging 
People'sWar. Itisnot enough to onlysupportChairman 
Gonzalo as he cannot be separated from the nation wide 
struggle. The Peruvian comrades are in the forefront of 
the world wide struggle against Yankee imperialism's 
NewWorld Order and we must give all out support. If we 
do not, and if we fail to fulfill our internationalist duty, 
we will take a fatal step into the marsh of revisionism. 

We strongly believe, whatever organizations distort 
proletarian ideology, the practice of the PCP in waging 
People s War, is revolutionary practice. This inspires 
oppressed people everywhere to work and develop M ao- 
ist ideology in their own country and prepare the condi- 
tions to begin people's war. 

The people's verdict on the so-called "peace talks" in 
Peru isin.Thegenuinecommuniststheworld over ought 
nowcomeoutin strong voice and den ounce these "talks" 
as a counterrevolutionary sham. There is nothing more 
to "investigate and consider" on this question. Revolu- 
tionaries must be supported and revisionists must be 
opposed. To further public silence on thisquestion isto 
comply. 

The MPP (USA) and N ew Flag have taken the lead on 
this and the genuine communists and supporters of the 
People'sWar in Peru must join with them in supporting 
the Central Committee of the PCP. 

As in Peru, the so-called Senderologists play their 
counterrevolutionary role in Australia. The main mass 
media (yellow press) print only slanders against the Peo- 
ple's War. Libraries have many volumes by the sen- 
derologists whose role is to confuse the masses. There 
are also some who profess to be 'Maoist' while complain- 
ing, "I don'tliketheir methods" or "whydid theytaketo 
arms?" These stories and trends have been in evidence 
for many years. The Australian mass media, owned and 
operated bythreegiantmonopolies, isoneof the tightest 
controlled in the world. Therefore, the Australian peo- 
ple get the news the bourgeoisie wants them to get. The 
Australian mass media dishes up the most reactionary 
and slanderous material against communism and in sup- 
port of the NewWorld Order.

Behind the Border Problem: the 

H idden Interests of the Imperialists 

and their Servents. 

Fujimori's troops: incompetent, corrupt 
and genocidal. 

I nternational and national public opinionshasbeen the 
witness to the level of political degeneration of the 
genocidal Fujimori and his armed forces: launching their 
"Special Forces Division" of the Army against shantytown 
dwellers such as in "Raucana"; against students and the 
universities they didn't wait more than two hours to attack 
with whole battalions; "disappearing" innocent students 
and professors such asin La Cantuta and H uancayo; bomb- 
ingsand massacresin the countryside, like in Ayacuchoand 
Huallaga; assassinations in theshantytownsand genocides 
in the prisons of Fronton, Lurigancho and Cantogrande. 
All these actions show the real nature of the armed forces 
of the old state, experts in defeat butskilled in shedding the 
blood of the unarmed people of their own country. 

With regards to the question of Ecuador, the armed 
forces with their tails between their legs hide behind the 
charlatan Goldenber, the Foreign Minister, and Fujimori, 
thefool propped up bytheir bayonets that they call "com- 
mader in chief." They unleash their class hatred like 
wounded hyenas against the people, dressing it up with 
"civic actions" and "guaranteeing the national sovereignty" 
against a "immanent invasion from the north", in essence 
a prelude to major genocides against the people. 

With regards to the incident with Ecuador in 1981, 
Chairman Gonzalo, referring to the reactionary politics of 
the Belaunde regime, said: "... to not justly and correctly 
handle the question of Ecuador can generate serious prob- 
lems with great consequences, which are obviously never 
faced more directly bythe people, who with their own blood 
andeffortshavewontheterritorythatmakesupourcounty. 
... no one will fail to see that the interests of the imperialists 
in contention with thoseof their agentsand internal allies who 
govern our republicsisthesourceof conflictsin Latin America 
and the many wars that our people have had to fight." 

Starting from the fundamental principle that the prob- 
lems which trouble Peruvian-Ecuadorian relations are not 
between peoples, but rather between governments that 
periodicallycome up with these incidentsasa smoke-screen 
to hide their noisy failures. The people of Peru and Ecua- 
dor do not wish to grab borders, butto end their bestial and 
decrepit systems that no longer have a reason for being. 

"...Our point of departure isthat our borders will be the 
object of serious difficulties. In Peru's history it has been 
this way, when there have been crises, etc. they have been 
reduced by border problems. In perspective, the situation 
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is that these will be instruments that the great powers will 
use to strike out at the revolution and the new state; when 
we have the new state. Buttodaywhatisthe situation? This 
border problem isnotentirelydefined and in a few months 
or years they will begin to completely question the Rio 
Protocols, that much iscertain. This way they have a pend- 
ing problem which will serve as a major excuse for them to 
attack the revolution; if they were to resolve it there would 
be no problem for them to act on, they would have to make 
another excuse, so the problem should be resolved, 
shouldn't it? But they have never defended an inch of 
territory, the bordersofthiscountry have been madebythe 
masses, with the people's blood, never by them. Whether 
because of economic problems, or problems of people's 
war or because of U.S. intervention to avoid conflicts, they 
are not defending the borders; the U .S. is responsible for the 
lack of boundary markerson the border despite international 
treaties. We believe they are allowing these incursions at the 
insistence of the U .S., thisshould be our position, that we are 
not 'territorialists' but are indicating the problem that exists, 
since the territory doesn't cost them anything they have a 
problem that will facilitate their future agression. All of the 
things that they do shows this, Peru is really being invaded, it 
is fact, since the month of July or August 1991 the troops are 
there, occupying territory that belongs to the nation. What 
theydon'thaveto payfortheywon'tdefend, rather theywish 
to leave a problem for Peru. This means it is necessary to 
combat the false positions of bourgeois pacifism that don't 
serve the revolution; aside from this war with Ecuador is 
coming, so we must continue the People's War."

H is aim was secu rin g silen ce 
and com p lie ity from n eigh bo rin g cou n tries wh He carryin g 
outa blatant policy of gen ocide again st th e Peru vian people 
and brutal m assacres again st th e prison ers of th e Peo pie's 
W ar. Principally, Fujim ori aim ed at cove rin g-u p h is en d less 
illegal an d human abuses an d tortu res again st C h airm an 
G on zalo, leader of th e revo lution and of th e people of Peru . 
That is why, not only Ecuador, but also with Chile, 
Bolivia, C o lorn bia an d B razil, th e rotten o Id Peru vian state 
adopted a policy of con cession s. T h ey tu rn ed a blin d eye 
and allowed m ilitary garrison s from th ose cou n tries to enter 
Peruvian territory.

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H e whetted the ambitions of the ruling classes of these 
countries to secure desperately needed imperialist invest- 
ments and loans. Nevertheless, today, Fujimori needs to 
legitimize his rule before the Peruvian masses. No matter 
what cosmetic changes he tries to make to appear "legiti- 
mate", he is still the bastard child born out of a military 
coup.Nowheisattemptingtoresorttofraudulentelections 
under a fascist military jackboot. In 1990, this counterfeit 
clown disguised himself asa poor Indian peasantand made 
his electoral campaign deceiving the people aboard a farm 
tractor. Today he wants to generate a "Falklands"' (Malvi- 
nas) Factor to emulate Margaret Thatcher. Thus this little 
beetle wants to harvest votes by disguising himself as a 
tin-pot soldier and making his pitch atop a battle tank. 

However, Fujimori is in deep political, economic and 
military trouble. H e isfrustrated bythe stubborn and grow- 
ing People's War that he had vainly vowed to end before 
1995. H e has mounting electoral difficulties amid a deterio- 
rating economic situation while undergoing grave political 
internal problems. H is only support is the army. H e can't 
even solve the problems with his own wife. His henchmen, 
Montesinosand the drug dealing military find themselves 
caught red handed. This is because of a case of cocaine 
trafficking involving them with the general in charge of the 
military zone bordering with Ecuador. This large scale 
criminal activity was under intense judicial and journalistic 
investigation just before he started the conflict with Ecua- 
doran addition, itwas theti me when theCLAE scandal was 
widely reported in the press. This was the largest banking 
fraud ever uncovered in Peru in which Fujimori'sassociates 
and several military were involved. 

To cover up the mounting corruption, and to drag along 
the backward masses, Fujimori has today resorted to the 
stock in trade of chauvinist provocations. H e has resorted 
to blackmail and war threats. He has resorted to the only 
language he understands: air bombardments, artillery fire, 
ominousmilitarymobilization and the navy blockade of the 
waters around the gulf of Guayaquil. Thus, the reactionary 
ruling class of Ecuador is harvesting the whirlwind. They 
are paying the price of the craven homage they rendered 
to the mass murderer fascist Fujimori during his "conquer- 
ing hero" visits to that country. 

For the proletariat and oppressed people of Ecuador, 
and for their suffering Peruvian brethren, this is nothing 
but a harvest of death, anxiety and destruction. 

The people of Ecuador and Peru are both victims of the 
same imperialist oppression. The robber-barons of both 
countries wantto insure for themselvesthe absurd privilege 
of selling to imperialist monopolies this or that portion of 
our homeland. Forthisaim, theyusethe masses as cannon 
fodder. The soldiers on both sides are mainly workers and 



peasants in uniform, recruited by force and hurled against 
each other armed to the teeth in fratricidal combats. 

The ruling circles, murderers of the people, hide their 
political and economic disasters behind nationalistic bom- 
bast. They also hide the corruption and the swindles of 
tyrants and drug dealing dictators. The workers and peas- 
ants, students and white collar workers, are the oppressed 
masses of the countryside and the cities. They are the 
unemployed and the victims of starvation, those who make 
up more than 90% of our peoples. They have nothing to 
gain and very much to lose in this kind of militarized farce. 

It is therefore right to denounce the reactionary charac- 
ter of thiswar. The Peruvian and Ecuador'sbig bourgeoisie, 
and the landowners, big bureaucrats and high ranking 
militarycircles, are all anti-national elements in both coun- 
tries. They serve mainly US imperialism. Both sides sell out 
our respective motherland to the foreign exploiters. Both 
ferociously repress our masses who only fight for bread, 
liberty, and for the people's democracy they need for their 
authentic development and progress. 

During more than 150 years of "independence", the 
semi-feudal and semi-colonial states have fought over the 
corpse of the Spanish colonial empire. They have contin- 
ued oppressing our masses and treating our territories as 
their private property. They have failed to offer our peoples 
peaceful and secure borders. They foster and tolerate a 
situation of neither peace nor war that entails heavy eco- 
nomic, political and social burdensof both nations. 

Therefore, the popular masses of both our countries 
must strengthen their unity. They must unmask and fight 
the chauvinistic politicians, social-fascists and revisionists 
fanning fratricidal hatred of purely electoral purposes. The 
people and the revolutionariesof Peru have fifteen yearsof 
glorious and heroic experience in fighting and defeating 
the genocidal armed forces of the old Peruvian state. They 
will certainly render the people of Ecuador the most de- 
cided and effective support in defending their integrity 
from the criminal merchants of war. 

The unity of our peoples in fighting against US imperi- 
alism, our main common enemy, and against their lackeys, 
the big bourgeoisie and the reactionary classes of both 
countries, will develop victoriously. The hyena of Fujimori 
may indeed out his threats. If he hurls his legions against 
the towns and cities of Ecuador, the masses of that country 
will know how to defend their homeland. They will know 
that the people and the revolutionariesof Peru, principally 
the People's Liberation Armyled bythe Communist Party, 
will be in the same trenches. They will then stubbornlyand 
ceaselesslyfightagainstthe same enemy. 

That the People's War may achieve victory in Peru, and 
that the people in Ecuador mayfind the road to develop it 
on their own. This would be the best guarantee of failure 
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of imperialist and reactionary plots to divide our peoples 
and to pit them against each other.

Two U.S. military advisors in Peru, Lt. Colonel Jeff F. 
Addicot and Major Andy Warner, praised the Peruvian 
army for its "good record in human rights" and the "sup- 
port of civilian population" as part of the "low intensity 
warfare". [No doubt the massacre of 28,000 Peruvians car- 
ried out by the Peruvian military, including the forced 
resettlement of civilians in the countryside are part of the 
U.S. guidance on lowintensity warfare] (Military Review July 
1994, Expreso, 7/11/94). 

Peruvian Sociologist ulio Cotler stated: "Fujimori and 
Perez de Cuellar advocate basically the same economic 
policies. The difference is in the degree of liberalism. Fuji- 
mori's government implements an extreme liberalism and 
De Cuellar prefers a conventional brand of liberalism like 
in Chile. Some ideologist sustain that liberalism meansthe 
suppression of the role of the State which will sharpen the 
class struggle and polarize society even more. That's why 
nowthe multinationals promote 'the fight against poverty, 
decentralization of power, and stability, which may not fit 
necessarily with the dictatorship of Fujimori. Even though 
he is willing to sell all State companies to multinationals." 
Semanario Si (No. 400, Nov. 94). 

The government has plans of installing offices for the 
political police SIN, "OficinasdeDefensa Nacional", in all 
civil service institutions, state branches, and local govern- 
ments, regions, and multi-sectorial institutions as part of an 
intelligence operations.

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Lima, August 29 ( Reuters) . Soldiers and M aoist guerril- 

lasfight in Peru. Two soldiersand six M aoist guerrillas were 
killed in separate fighting over the past week in Peru's 
south-central highlands and drug-producing northeastern 
jungle, the military said M onday. M eanwhile, in the high- 
land Ayacucho province, two soldiers were killed and two 
wounded in skirmishes over the week between army patrols 
and PCP columns. M ilitary officialsthere said, "There have 
also been deaths in the ranks of the subversives," but did 
not provide a number. The military said the fighting in the 
Andes, which could last another 10 days, has occurred near 
Vizcatan in Ayacucho department, some 220 miles south- 
east of Lima. The army is using helicopter gunships against 
the rebels, it said. Fighting in the jungle has taken place 
from Huanuco department 180 miles north of Lima to 
Moyobambain San Martin department some 410 milesnorth 
of the capital, military officials in the H uallaga Valley said. 

Lima, August 31 (Peru People's Aid Leaflet). The re- 
mainsofamassmurder of about l,000Ashaninkasdumped 
by the Army during several incursions in Satipo in the 
1980's has been known in the area for years. As usual, in 
Peru, the very same culprits of the Army try to blame it on 
the PCP for propaganda purposes. Most PCP members in 
the H uallaga are members of the Ashaninka people. The 
human remains were dug up bysoldiersoftheH uallaga and 
Tocache army posts. The communique denounced the 
claims of the army that they have destroyed 4 rebel bases. 
It uncovered the components of the psychological warfare 
campaign carried out by the army: 1) To combat the 
strength and party unity of the PCP, they claim there are 
many "senderos" (Red Sendero, Red-Peru, Pro-Guzman 
Sendero, Pro-Feliciano Sendero, etc.); 2) To divert the 
attention to their current crimes, the army dug up their 
mass graves (fosascomunes) and blame it to the PCP in an 
attempt to fool the international press; 3) to continue the 
lies that Chairman Gonzalo has called several times for his 
supporters to lay down their arms. 

Madrid, September 23 (EFE). Car bombings of eco- 
nomic and military targets in Lima. Clashes between guer- 
rilla forces and the Army in H uallaga. The explosion of a 
car bomb today, after the vehicle wasdriven into the wall of 
a candy factory D'onofrio in the main industrial zones in 
Lima, resulted in significant material damage being sus- 
tained. The explosion caused a huge hole in one of the 
walls. In other developments, the army reported that several 
clashes between the armed forces and the Maoist PCP 
occurred between September 15th and 20th. General Nico- 
lasH ermoza de Bari said the main clash took place on Sunday 
18th September, at a site called Paraiso. Some civilians from 
the local populations were presented to the media bythe army 
as "captured terrorists." H ermoza stated that the "terrorists" 
were gathered in the so-called "Battalion I ndependienteT-4", 



which has some 150 men divided into five companies, one 
of which was headquartered in Paraiso. 

On Wednesday 21st September, the Maoists executed a 
paramilitary member in Lima. 

Lima, September 23 (U PI). A bomb blows up the home 
of Fujimori'saide. Maoist rebelsblewup the house of a close 
aide to Fujimori and detonated another bomb outside a 
factory, causing material damage but only minor injuries, 
police said Saturday. A 50-pound dynamite explosive de- 
vice late Friday caused severe damage to the house of 
Segifredo Luza, a member of Peru's intelligence service 
(SIN) and a close advisor to Fujimori on intelligence mat- 
ters. Earlier in the day a car bomb containing 160 pounds 
of dynamite was detonated outside a Lima factory, causing 
damage but no injuries to neighbors. On Friday an explo- 
sive device was found on Lima's international airport run- 
way, forcing the rerouting of a plane carrying a group of 
visiting Bolivian military officials. In all above incidents 
pro-PCP leaflets were spread. 

Lima, September 23 (U PI). Political violence surges in 
Peru. 

Several powerful car bombs were detonated in Lima. In 
other political violence, Maoist rebels executed CarlosHer- 
rera late Thursday, apparently for his efforts on behalf of 
the army to form brigades (urban paramilitary rondas) in 
a poor Lima neighborhood to fight the insurgency. Fe- 
liciano Chamorro, the manager of a brick manufacturing 
plantthatrecentlyfaced a strikeand fired dozensof workers 
without any benefits, was shot and killed Wednesday by 
Maoist rebels. The Maoist rebels of the Communist Party 
have waged a guerrilla campaign against the government of 
Peru for almost 15 years. Its doctrines are based on the 
writings of the late Chinese leader, Mao Tse-tung, their 
imprisoned leader Abimael Guzman and its founder Jose 
Carlos Mariategui. 

Toronto, October 12 (By Leslie Papp, Toronto Star, Pg. 
A10). Ontario Hydro's investment in Lima, Peru, has been 
hit by a blackout after a bomb attack and the utility's $74 
million investment went up in smoke. Six transmission 
towers were destroyed in a bomb attack outside Lima last 
week, plunging the capital into darkness and forcing a 
rationing of electricity. 

Canadian embassy sources in Peru said four of the 
downed towers were about 100 kilometers east of Lima 
while two were near the city, to the north and south. All 
were destroyed within 20minutesandMaoistPCP guerrillas 
were responsible. Jordan, an officer of Hydro said the 
bombing proves Hydro made a major mistake in buying 
partof the Peruvian companydeliveringelectricitytoLima. 
The government and Hydro chairman Maurice Strong 
"were duly warned that attacks on utilities were common- 
place," he said in a news release, adding the government 
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should now realize "just how unsound Hydro's investment 
is." 

Energy Minister Bud Wildman last month asked the 
Ontario Energy Board to examine Hydro's international 
spending, especially the risk associated with foreign invest- 
ments such as the Lima venture. 

Lima, October 13(UPI). The claim of a military defeat 
of the "Sendero" insurgency would be dangerously irre- 
sponsible, a well-known sociologist said today. Cesar Ro- 
driguez told a local radio station that "not only does ex- 
treme poverty exist, a factor which generates violence, but 
it has grown as a consequence of the inhumane liberalism 
which is being put into practice." "Behind the Utopia of a 
pacified society— or something close to that— being mar- 
keted to foreign investors and Peruvian voters, is a real 
country that is extremely poor, vulnerable and explosive." 
Rodriguez is the president of the Democratic Forum, a 
think tank group of intellectuals in Peru. 

According to Rodriguez, Fujimori two serious mistakes: 
hisconceptof "pacification" isexclusivelymilitary, and the 
"supposed pragmatism of believing that social develop- 
ment can be achieved through individualism in asocietyas 
poor as Peru." He stated that, "according to the law of the 
jungle in the market economy, each street-hawker and child 
begging for a coin in the streets is counted as a potential 
business person, on whose backs a prosperous nation (with 
few miserable groups) will be built." 

Lima, October 13 (UPI, Reuters). Peru's rebel attacks 
cause $500,000 damage. There is a massive blackout in 
Peru. Six electricity towers were demolished last week by 
PCP rebels, Luis Rodriguez, head of the Electrolima elec- 
tricity company, said Thursday. The Oct. 7 attack, celebrat- 
ing the Anniversary of the Peruvian Communist Party 
(PCP), caused half of Lima to lose power as well ascommu- 
nities along Peru's Pacific coast and in the central Andes 
region of the country. Gen. Juan Briones, Peru's interior 
minister, will revise securitymeasuresattowersand said that 
a plan to reinforce protection at the sites had been put in 
place. The attack, attributed to the Maoist-oriented PCP 
group, was the first outage on such a scale since organiza- 
tion head Abimael Guzman was jailed in 1992 and one of 
the most serious since 1984. 

Pisco, November4PCPcombatantsclashed with military 
forces. A well known death squad member Police Lt. Marco 
Antonio Marin Quispefrom Dincote (political police) was 
killed in combat. (ElComercio Nov. 5, 94). 

Huanuco, November 10 (£/ Expreso). On Nov. 9 the 
political police SIN and membersofthearmyassaulted the 
home ofAdolfoCortavarria Linares, Dean of the University 
of H uanuco "H ermilio Valdizan". H e was taken prisoner 
forallegedlybeingamemberofthePCP. In apressconfer- 
ence at the main auditorium of the university, the political- 



military chief of Huanuco, Colonel Eduardo Negron an- 
nounced the detention of professor Cortavarria and 
warned, "the faculty and students should keep their heads 
down or else, and to stop spreading rumors that more 
professors will be arrested." At the same time students and 
faculty conducted a massive rally protesting the arbitrary 
detention. In a fierce speech Professor Eleazar Buitron 
protested the cowardly attacks against civilians that have 
nothing to do with the insurgency and the condemned the 
military occupation of the university campus. 

Ayacucho, November 11 (La Republica). 100 PCP com- 
batants supported by the local population clashed with the 
army in Pucayacu-Vizcatan, H uanta. Also an army patrol was 
ambushed the same day. The army reported that "Sender- 
istas were armed with FALs, submachine guns, and gre- 
nades. Seven army members were wounded and many were 
killed. The PCP has also hit an army helicopter 17 times. 
The PCP contingent with draw after the attack. Army Offi- 
cial Communique No. 021-JPM/ RRPP, Ayacucho. 

Lima, November 11 (Expreso). PCP combatants attacked 
theAirForcebaseofSanlsidro-Lima(CentroAeronautico) 
N ov. 10, at 1:45 AM . H undreds of leaflets with PCP slogans 
were found. 

Cajabamba, Lima, November 11 (El Comercio) Combat- 
ants of the People's Liberation Army and the armed forces 
clashed several times in the localities of Cajabamba, San 
Marcos, and Celendin on Nov8. The army reported thatlO 
"subversives" were captured and suffered "no losses", how- 
ever this report can't be confirmed. Abundant subversive 
propagandaand revolutionary paintings werevisibleon the 
walls of these cities. 

LosOlivos, Lima, November U(LaR epublica). The army 
carried out search and seizure operations in all homes of 
the shanty town Los Olivos. An army patrol dragged five 
youngsters, 15 and 16 yearsold, from their homesin chains. 
Presumably they were members of the PC P. One them was 
a girl. Another sweeping operation of civilians occurred in 
the shantytown Laura Caller, 18 Km. north of the main 
highway Panamericana. 

Lima, November 12 (Expreso). PCP combatants attacked 
the police garrison at Km. 11 of Av. Tupac Amaru, Comas- 
Lima on Nov 11. Several bombs were hurled that caused 
considerable damage to the police station. No civilians were 
injured. That was the fourth attack in the last 72 hours in 
different parts of Lima. Banco de Credito was one of the 
targets. A large distribution of PCP literature was carried 
out. (El Comercio, 13.11.94). 

Piura, November 14 (ElComercio). A large contingent of 
the PCP is operating in the northern border with Ecuador 
between the departments of Lambayeque and Piura. The 
armyclaimed to have captured Leonardo Huaman (19), an 
alleged member of the PCP. There are also reports of 
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clashes with subversives in Huarmaca-Piura which borders 
with Ecuador. 

Lima, November U(EI Comercio). Because of the increas- 
ing military and political offensives of the PCP, the state of 
emergency and suspension of all civil liberties were extended 
in the entire department of Lima and Callao. In a brief 
statement (93-DE/CCFFAA) the government said that the 
conditions that triggered these harsh measures did not 
change and it is necessary to preserve and reestablish internal 
order. 

Lima, N ovember 22 ( Expreso, N ov. 28, 94) . Army Captain 
Gilmar Valdivieso Rojaswho recentlyserved in the H uallaga 
valleydenounced in a TV interview that the high command 
of the army in H uallaga have been working with narco-traf- 
fickers for years. He said that the army not only allowed the 
drug business into the area and released those traffickers 
who are captured by the police after big pay-offs, but they 
also frequently use army helicopters to transport raw mate- 
rialsfortheprocessingof cocaine. General Eduardo Bellido 
(Military attache to Israel and close to general Nicolas De 
Bari Hermosa Rios) was identified as the lead drug traf- 
ficker in the H uallaga, along with the former commander 
of the army base in Tocache, Miguel Najar, Capts. Antonio 
Saldana and Capt. Alfredo Infante, Adolfo Bernuy and 
Alfredo Prado. In Uchiza, armyCaptainsOswaldo Delgado, 
Esteban Abad from the base of Tarapoto, Capt. German 
Flores Huaman, Capt. Cayo from Bellavista, Jaime Siura 
Flores. Commander Rodriguez Cateriano, Capt. Carlos 
Chacon; in Campanilla, Capt. Franco de la Cuba; in Pizana, 
Capt. Genaro Serrano; in Aucayacu Capt. Cromwell Espi- 
noza, Elvis Revilla and the private Alejandro Cacho "Mor- 
gan" (Expreso, 11/ 28/ 94) . 

November 23 (Expreso). On Nov 17 in San Jose Bajo, 
H uallaga, an army patrol clashed with members of the PCP 
resulting in the death of Sergeant Juan Upiachihua. An- 
other clashed occurred on Nov. 19 in Juanjui, thearmydid 
not report its casualties, but reported that three PCP com- 
batants were captured in combat. 

November 25 (Expreso). Interior Minister, army general 
Juan Briones Davila, said that Fujimori's wish to "wipe out 
subversion " byj uly 28, 1995 will be met. H e said that "Sendero 
dissidents are still acting," "capitulations have surged." 

Lima, N ovember 25( El Comercio). Army Captain Falconi 
Alvarez and Maj. Evaristo Castillo who denounced with 
documentary evidence the involvement of the leadership 
of the army in H uallaga in narcotraffi eking left the country. 
They were under death threats by the intelligence opera- 
tivesofthearmyand SIN. After their public statements, they 
were dismissed from the army "for disobeying orders." In 
addition, August del Rio, a former U.S. DEA agent reaf- 
firmed his report of 1993 in which he stated that the 
Peruvian army in H uallaga was heavily involved in the drug 



business since 1990. The priest, Rev. Fermin Cantabrama of 
Juanjui, also come forward with his report, he stated in 1993 
that officers of thearmyin the bases of Juanjui, Bellavista and 
Saposoa provides protection to narcotraffickers. 

Ayacucho, November 26 (La Republics) . In its latest of- 
fensive in Ayacucho, PCP combatantsclashed with paramili- 
tary peasant rondas in Leoncio Prado. At least 8 ronda 
members in Yanacancha were executed in combat. The 
army reported that a battalion of 60 PCP combatants are in 
the sector known as La M orada. 

Tocache, November 26(La Republics). A contingent of 
thePCP clashed with thearmyin La Morada-ZoneA, in the 
province of M aranon. Then the PCP took over the districts 
of Nuevo Progresso, Yanajanca in Tocache. Two police 
members and a paramilitary were killed in combat. 

Huancabamba, November 25 (La Republica). Although 
Fujimori has claimed that Huancabamba was completely 
pacified and the State of emergency was lifted, PCP com- 
batants killed several ronderos\r\ combat during the last few 
days. The combats were reported in the village of Cordova 
where the head of the paramilitaryAmado Cruz Berneo was 
killed in combat. Thereafter, the same contingent of Maoists 
supported and greeted by the population, took over the village. 

Madrid, December EFE news agency. Some 800 police- 
men and soldiersconducted "search" and "seizure" opera- 
tions in the Huaycan shantytown, regarded by the authori- 
ties as a "red zone", and arrested some 100 people. The 
army, as well as the National Police, have stepped up their 
counter-insurgency operations in Lima after PCP combat- 
ants blewup a high-tension pylon in thiscapital on Tuesday 
29th November, and perpetrated a bomb attack against the 
Development Corporation in Callao Port. On Thursday 
December 1st, the police carried out a series of operations 
in the Huanta, Huscaran and San Juan de Lurigancho 
districts in Lima, where hundreds of civilians were arrested. 
The security forces are on "red alert" because on Saturday 
December 3rd, Abimael Guzman, the leader of the Maoist 
PCP celebrates his 60th birthday. In November, El M undo, 
a new pro-government paper citing national intelligence 
sources, reported that the PCP had formed a neworganiza- 
tion called "New Network" [Spanish: Nueva Red], which 
will replace the "People's Aid of Peru." Like the "People's 
Aid of Peru", the "New Network" recruits membersfor the 
"People's Liberation Army", as well as forming "combat 
committees in the urban areas" according to the same 
sources. Another PCP plan is to "surround the prisons to 
apply the PCP's escape policy." "New Network" also pro- 
poses to continue working in the legal labor organizations, 
especially within the General Confederation of Peruvian 
Workers, CGTP. According to the same newspaper, in docu- 
ments obtained by the Peruvian naval intelligence service, 
the "New Network" criticizes the "capitulation" of a few 
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jailed former PCP members and their relatives outside, 
following the peace proposal made by Fujimori. 

Moreover, the Lima daily El Comercio today states that 
PCP groupsinthecentral Peruvian jungleareahaveclashed 
with the army on 27th November, the army arrested ("res- 
cued") 196 peasants living in PCP controlled area. The 
army stated that a PCP leader nicknamed "Omar" headed 
a column of some 200 subversives. 

Fujimori's claim that once his mandate is over in July 
1995, "terrorism" will have been fully eliminated from 
Peru, is seen to be no more than a good dream. 

Lima, November 15 (£/ Peruano). In the face of the 
advancesof the People'sWar, the government renewed the 
state of emergency in the Department of Cusco for an 
additional 60 days. This measure, the army says, isto "facili- 
tate" the operations against the Maoists of the PCP. The 
curfew and total suspension of civil liberties for all popula- 
tion cover the provincesofParuro,Acomayo,Chumbivilcas, 
CanasyCanchiswill continue. 

Villa El Salvador, Lima, January 18, 1995(1. a Republics). 
The political police SIN reported that it has clashed with 
guerrillas of the PCP and has "captured" several "terror- 
ists." 

Ayacucho, Castillo Grande, January 18, 1995(1. a Repub- 
lics) . Subversive actionshave intensified with the seizure by 
the Maoist "terrorists" of police stations on Jan. 12 and the 
attack on the main counterinsurgency army garrison No. 313. 

Junin, January 22, 1995 (Expreso). Two soldiers were 
killed and several were wounded by a guerrilla ambush in 
Tincabeni, Valley Ene, on the border of Ayacucho and 
Junin. 

Lima, January 26, 1995 [La Republica). Although the 
government claims "the country has been pacified", about 
half of the Peruvian population lives under state of emer- 
gency, deprived of all their civil and human rights. This 
includes the capital Lima and its provinces, Callao, the 
departments of San Martin, Pasco, Ayacucho, Apurimac, 
H uancavelica, H uanuco, Cusco among others. M ore than 
10,258,826 Peruvians live under military occupation. 

Agencias, Lima, January, 1995 Important revelations 
about the level of corruption in Peru's government were 
revealed as a result of the capture of Carlos M anrique in 
Miami, the culprit of a major banking scandal in Peru 
(CLAE). High government officials of Fujimori among 
them Absalom Vasquez, Dante Cordova, Blacker M iller and 
Jorge Chavez were involved in the multimillion scam. 

Jorge Chavez was the former president of the National 
Central Reserve Bank (Banco Central de Reserva) and 
ex-personal secretary to Fujimori. Victor Diaz Lau, until 
recently secretary of Fujimori was partner of M anrique. In 
September 1993 CLAE illegally moved 900 million dollars 
out of the country, 350,000 depositors were robbed. At the 



same ime,Su sana Higuchi, wife of Fujimori denounced that 
a former prime minister of Fujimori, Oscar de la Puente 
Raigada received $100,000 in one single bribe from a deal 
of a privatized public company. De la Puente now lives in 
New York City and has recently purchased a $300,000 house 
in cash. Another revelation was the fact that in 27 provinces 
more than 70% of children hadT.B. 

Lima, February 9, 1995 (£/ Comercio). Carlos Torres y 
Torres, a governmentspokesman and member of Congress 
(CCD) stated that the "gentlemen's agreement" arranged 
with Ecuador was beneficial to the country. H e said: "Peru 
has expelled all Ecuadorian soldierswithoutanycostin life 
and property. Our militaryforces were very much dispersed 
because of the fight against subversion. To continue the war 
in those conditions, would have meant our total destruc- 
tion. Therefore, the diplomatic solution was vital." 

[Editor's Note:Thisshowsclearlythe PCP's contention 
that the frequent "conflicts with Ecuador" are generated 
and used to divert attention from the social and economic 
crisis facing the reactionary regimes in Peru to solve their 
internal problems, in the case of Peru against the People's 
War. This also shows that Ecuador has been taking full 
advantage of the civil war to gradually invade Peruvian 
territory.]

[Editor's Note: We believe that the MPPs must take a 
position on the revisionist line of the Committee of RIM 
and the RCP-USA. That will strengthen our movement. We 
know the RCP. We do not criticize them for what they 
published in their paper that may fool some intellectuals 
abroad. We are against its practice that can't go beyond a 
liberal and social-democratic agenda. Mao taught us that 
he who has not investigated has no right to speak. You seem 
not to understand the ideological positions of the RCP- 
USA. And to apologize for the obvious rightist deviation of 
the Committee of the Rl M , like a couple of intellectuals do 
in USA, does a disservice to the international communist 
movement, specially to the People's War. To those who 
claim we are too rough towards revisionism we will answer 
with Mariategui: "We are politically opposed to reformism. 
We are revolutionary. We [I] shall never understand the 
other political sector: that of mediocre social democrats, of 
domesticated socialism, of farcical democracy. Further- 
more, if revolution demandsviolence, authority, discipline.

Puerto Rico, San Juan. I agree with your tough reply to 
the RCP-USA in the third issue of TheNew Flag. WePuerto- 
ricans have a very bad experience with the white "left" in 
the mainland. Aside from this, we are very concerned why 
you have not replied in kind the gross misrepresentations 
against the PCP from the revisionist group Spanish Com- 
munist Party (PCE-r) in its paper Resistance. Saludos. An 
independentista& supporter of the People's War. 

[Editor's Note: This reader is right. Although we re- 
ceived several papers for publication refuting the ground- 
less assertions on the PCP bythe revisionist group PCE(r), 
"Arenas: Maoism and caricature of Maoism," we have not 
published them for lack of space. The PCE(r) and GRAPO 
have carried out few armed actions in Spain and we have 
maintained friendly relations with them. The PCP has a 
favorable position on groups like them who have risen up 
in arms in Europe regardless of their political line. The 
fundamental problem with the PCE(r) is precisely their 
ideological weakness which are very inconsistent and er- 
ratic. At the beginning they claimed to be Maoists, to soon 
thereafter become staunch supportersof Soviet revisionism 
until the time of Gorvachev. In 1990, their CC published a 
book, GRAPO, TheChildren ofM ao, p. 206 Theystated: "We 
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can not agree with the line applied bytheSenderistas... we 
think revolution will come from Germany not from a poor 
country like Peru... the use of TV by imperialism will be 
enough to wipe out the Senderistas, like in Nicaragua." In 
1992, when the People'sWarwasin the midstof shaking up 
the old State, its paper Resistance published: "Peru: From 
Fujishock to Fujicoup" where they were very supportive to 
the People's War, "...It is important the solidarity with the 
people of Peru and its vanguard the PCP..." U nless this was 
a personal opinion of the writer M. Queralt, we do not 
understand the erratic political behavior of this organiza- 
tion. On the other hand, the internationalist position of 
GRAPO prisonersof war who have signed the international 
campaign to save the life of Chairman Gonzalo is admira- 
ble. However, the piece written by Arenas trashes their 
claim that they are "studying and deepening Mao-Tse-tung 
Thought", quite to the contrary, we believe that by slander- 
ing the PCP using the same arguments imperialism uses, 
they are deepening themselves more and more into revi- 
sionism, which is a very fertile ground for them. The New 
Flag has contacted the PCE(r) to clarify its position. We 
received a weird replied from them: "We have not enough 
information on the PCP. ..we recognize the PCP as the 
vanguard Party leading the Peruvian masses. ur problem 
is not with the PCP but with its local supporters in M adrid 
who have not stopped attacking us.. .we could not keep idle 
any longer." They continued, "we request the PCP CC 
discipline its supporters in Madrid." This last statement, 
indeed, demonstrates their lack of understanding of Marx- 
ism-Leninism-Maoism. Thus no further comment is neces- 
sary. 

BOSTON, USA, February5, 1995. As a long time sup- 
porter of the People's War in Peru, I like to comment on 
the piece: "With these kind of friends who needsenemies", 
The New Flag, No.3)... First, I want to make it clear that I 
myself have major differences with the RCP on several 
issues. I criticized RCP's failure to denounce the trap of 
"peace talks" and their censorship of key PCP documents 
in its bookstores. Indeed, your charge of an opportunist 
RCP in that respect is correct. However, your criticism was 
not principled, it was vituperative and based on inadequate 
research. You conflated flawed friends [RCP] with consoli- 
dated enemies[reaction]...Don'tyou thinkthattheRCP is 
conducting a difficult "investigation", and perhaps pre- 
vented from taking a position due to an internal struggle? 
Would you clarifyif internationl supportersare divided and 
have profound differences among themselves? Is that true 
the claims of Fujimori that "massive arrests" of PCP mili- 
tants occured in Peru? The RCP may be being "cautious" 
in taking a position, but the I EC and other forces linked to 
Rl M continue to report the advances of the People's War. 
Aren't the same people who used to support the People's 



War in the past who are disputing the validity of PCP 
documents? The RCP may be confused with all these... 
Since the inception of the People's War, the RCP has 
worked in supportof thePeople'sWar... In denouncing its 
leadership, accusing it of mercantilism and misrepresent- 
ing the nature of documents penned by RCP members or 
sympathizers, you undermine your positions. 

[Editor's Note: A number of people have responded to 
the articles in our previous articles criticizing the RCP- 
USA's silence on the issue of "Peace accords." Many re- 
sponses were favorable, but some felt we went too far. 

For well over a year the RCP has remained utterly silent 
on the issue of "Peace Accords" in Peru. It has ignored the 
various statements on the subject by the PCP, questioning 
their authenticity in private to those who ask, implying that 
only they are "authorized" to speak on these matters. If 
they are conducting a two-line struggle, it is well hidden 
from the masses. Apparently they want to "keep it in the 
family." They will only speak on this issue to long time 
supporters in an effort to maintain that support. Recently, 
they began to sell a study pack with selected documents 
from the capitulatorsand from the PCP, perhapsa belated 
response to our work. 

In the face of this silence, and a refusal to discuss this 
issue, we published parts of two documents "leaked" to us, 
to show the underhanded manner in which the RCP is 
handling this question. The RCP and their supporters 
sidestep thefactthatnottakinga position after all thistime 
is in fact taking a position - one of defacto support for the 
CIA and Fujimori's hoax. 

Their latest tactic is to circulate an "Open Letter to the 
M PP" to their supporters, without bothering to send one to 
us. They say we refuse to meet with them to discuss our 
differences on the "peace accords", which is untrue. They 
use high sounding words about principles and about their 
great support for the People's War. We ask: where is El 
Diario Internacional? Where \sEI Diario from Lima? Where 
are the many PCP documents that are available, including 
many in English? Why no translation or widespread distri- 
bution of recent Central Committee documents? Why the 
long silence in the pages of the RW after the conspicous 
tailing after the Zapatistas? Our task is to popularize the 
line and actions of the PCP. If the RCP doesn't like that, 
let them say so openly. 

For years the RCP has basked in the reflected glory of the 
People's War. I n the absence of a revolutionary practice it 
has established a certain revolutionary crediblity from its 
public tiesto the PCP. T-shirts, posters and buttonsaresold 
to give the semblance of militancy without the substance. 
To those who say the criticism of merchandising is too 
harsh, consider the poster the RCP began selling in Decem- 
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ber 1993 to raise funds, based on a wall mural made by a 
PCP POW. The artist was a victim of Fujimori's genocide. 
Doesanyonewho knows the RCP well think a dime of their 
profits went to the families of fallen comrades? 

In 1980 the RCP signed a joint declaration with a revi- 
sionist group in Peru. In 1984, it began to support the 
People's War. Given their ideological uncertainty, it is not 
surprising they would support the handful of capitulators 
who have abandoned principles and split. 

It seems to us that they see selling things as a higher 
priority than mass work. Those who proclaim themselves to 
be a revolutionary vanguard have an extrodinaryobligation 
to fill in thiscountry. Paper tigers will never be defeated by 
paper revolutionaries.]

[Editor's Note: Edwin is a courageous freedom fighter 
for the independence of Puerto Rico. At a very young age 
he wasalreadya student activist in Chicago, then a commu- 
nity activist and a militant political leader and combatant 
"independentista." The FALN was born on Octubre 27, 
1974 not only in words or promises but in deeds (with 
political and military actions). These young POWs have 
given everything, including their own lives for the inde- 
pendence of their country: Puerto Rico. They are also 
internationalistsand have dedicated some of their activities 
to the cause of national liberation in other countries. Ideo- 
logical limitationshad allowed th e f i rst setbacks i n 1978 with 
several captures and fatigue. In 1980, Edwin and 10 others 
were captured in Evanston lllinios.

Reactionary Violence and 
Revolutionary Violence 

people all over the world have grown weary of reading 
the uninformed assertions, deliberately planted in the 
mainstream media for misinformation purposes, against 
the Peruvian revolution. 

In Peru, in almost fifteen years of hard-fought struggle, 
all the PCP does is reaffirming (in theory and practice) the 
science of Marxism-Leninism- Maoism. Karl Marx sus- 
tained that violence is the midwife of history. Lenin ex- 
plained in detail the meaning of revolutionary violence to 
change a society, to replace one class by another, and to 
overthrown the old order to build the new order that must 
be led by the proletariat through Communist Parties. 
Lenin cited at length the panegyric praise of revolutionary 
violence by Engels. However, it is Chairman MaoTsetung 
who established the universal principle, with no exceptions, 
for the need of revolutionary violence to resolve fundamen- 
tal class contradictions by means of an army, through Peo- 
ple'sWar. And this law isapplicable everywhere in accord- 
ance with the concrete conditions of each society. 

War has two aspects, destructive and constructive. For 
us, the second oneisthe principal one; not to see it in this 
manner undermines the revolution. On the one hand the 
people rise up in armsto overthrow their oppressors, on the 
other hand the old order seeks to crush, destroy and anni- 
hilate the people's struggle, using all the might at their 
disposal, including genocide. That's what we are seeing 
nowin our country and will continue to see even more until 
the rotten Peruvian State is demolished. 

Oneaspectof the political and military war unleashed by 
the reactionariesisthe psycho-social one. There isa cynical 
claim that the Peruvian army has learned to wage "dirty 
war" from the PCP and the people of Peru. But, in Peru 
each regime in turn has used its murderous armed forces 
to annihilate us. Why? Because they know well that we the 
people led by the heroic PCP will do the same to them, we 
will sweep them away and eliminate them as a class. The 



PCP founder Jose Carlos Mariategui said that only by de- 
stroying the old order could a new social order be estab- 
lished. And Mariategui'sconceptisin complete agreement 
with whatChairman Mao-Tsetung has stated regarding the 
People's War: Annihilate the reactionary forces and pre- 
serve our own forces. We are absolutely clear that reaction, 
the present one headed by the butchers Fujimori-H ermoza 
de Bari, and the ones to come, use and will use genocide 
against the people. Consequently, this raises the problem 
of the price we have to payin thiswar. A price in blood, the 
need to sacrifice a part for the triumph ofthePeople'sWar. 
Whatdoesimperialismand native reaction think aboutour 
People's War? They claim it is terrorism. Our response to 
them is simple: Isn't it true that Yankee imperialism, 
through its entire history, has branded all revolutionary 
movements in the world asterrorists? The label of "terror- 
ist" with respect to the PCP is completely unjustified and 
not supported by any evidence at all. It is an attempt to 
discredit and isolate the PCP in Peru and in the entire 
world. That'stheir dream. ItisnotonlyYankee imperial- 
ism that uses this tactic to combat revolutionaries in arms, 
there are other imperialist powers including social-imperi- 
alism and revisionists who do the same. Isn't that true that 
now the reactionary Yeltsin is using the "struggle against 
terrorism" to combat secessionistsor nationalistsin Chech- 
nya? Who isthe real terrorist the people or their oppressors 
who blatantly bomb entire populations? Let us recall what 
Lenin wrote: "Long live the pioneers of the people's revo- 
lutionary army! It is no longer a plot against some detested 
individual, no acts of vengeance or desperation, no mere 
intimidation. It was a well thought-out and well prepared 
series of military operations done by a contingent of the 
revolutionary army." "Fortunately, the time is over when 
social violence was 'made' by individual terroristsand when 
people were not revolutionary. The bomb hasceased to be 
the weapon of the solitary idealist bomb thrower, and has 
become an essential weapon of the revolutionary people." 

Lenin taught us that the times had changed, that the 
bomb (in Perujabenditadinamita) had become a weapon 
of combat for our class, for the people, that what we were 
talking about is no longer a conspiracy, an isolated individ- 
ual act, but the actions of the Communist Party of Party, 
with a political plan, with a system, with a revolutionary 
army. So, where is the imputed terrorism? It is a pure 
slander. Then, who uses terrorism? The reactionaries use 
it repeatedly as a mean to combat us, the armed forces of 
the exploitative and oppressive system use terrorism on a 
daily basis. Terrorism has been used by the Peruvian State 
over and over again. The label of "terrorist" fits the geno- 
cidal armed forces of Peru like a glove. 

They call acts "terrorist" to hide the existence of a 
genuine People'sWar that is shaking up Peru countrywide 
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and that has become the number one problem facing the 
Peruvian State. Can "terrorism" achieve the successes of 
the People's War, the stage of strategic equilibrium after 
almost 15 years of hard-fought revolution? No. Absolutely 
no. Moreover, no one now denies that a Communist Party 
is successfully leading the People's War. Some reactionar- 
ies said: "Well, it isover, the regime has captured Chairman 
Gonzalo, the leader of the revolution, it is a new situation 
and a time for capitulation via peace accords." They were 
dreaming. That position was perfectly true for revisionist 
groups built top-down, but not for a Party ingrained in 
millions of people that is leading a People's War. That 
explains the current development of the People's War in 
Peru. 

The principle of revolutionary violence is an issue that 
must be reaffirmed bygenuinecommunistsand revolution- 
aries in the world. The problem of revolutionary violence 
must be linked to the issue of how to actually launch, 
develop and complete a People's War. Chairman Mao- 
Tsetung provided the proletariat with the theory and prac- 
tice of People's War that is universally valid but only appli- 
cable in accordance with the character of the revolution 
and adapted to the specific conditions of each country. 

Revolutionary Violence in Peru as 
Compared to Other Countries 

In Peru, the conditions in which the People's War is 
evolving is very clear. It is a struggle that is waged in both 
the countryside and the cities, as was established in the 
PCP's military line of 1968. This is a specific condition of 
Peru. I n Latin America, for example, there are larger cities 
comparable to those in other continents. Itisa reality that 
can not be ignored. Lima has a high percentage of Peru's 
total population and it is its main industrial center. There- 
fore, the city can not be left aside, and the war is being 
developed there as well. Butthe struggle in the countryside 
isprincipal,thestruggleinthecityanecessarycomplement. 
There is another particularity for Peru, from 1980 to 1982 
we confronted the police, the armed forces played only a 
support role and studied the development of the People's 
War. The actions of the PCP created a power vacuum and 
there was a need to establish a New Power without having 
defeated large armed forces because for political reasons 
they had not come into the war. Later on they did come 
because the PCP hasestablished People'sPower. If the PCP 
had applied the letter and notthe spirit of M aoism, the PCP 
should not have been able to establish the New Power and 
they would had been waiting for the armed forces to come 
in. DoesthismakesthePeople'sWarin Perudifferentfrom 
other struggles in Latin America? Yes, it does. We carry out 
People'sWar. For example, in Cuba there was no People's 
War, buttheyhad other particularities which they have now 



intentionally forgotten. In the past, they used to say Cuba 
wasan exceptional case (Che Guevara), because of the fact 
that U .S. imperialism did not take part. I n addition, there 
was no Communist Party there to provide leadership. 
These are questionsofCubanism and its five characteristics: 
an insufficient class differentiation which demanded that 
saviors save the oppressed; socialist revolution or a carica- 
ture of revolution; united front but without the national 
bourgeois; no need for Base Areas; and no need for a Party. 
This model has been imitated and completely failed in 
other parts of Latin America; the case of Central America 
is a good example. Another particularity of the People's 
War in Peru concerns independence, self-reliance, and 
making our own decisions. Because others do not have 
these characteristics, they are used as pawns, while we are 
not. And the biggest difference is that we take Marxism- 
Leninism-M aoism, Gonzalo Thought as our guide, others 
do not. 

T he C ases of C uba and N icaragua 

The people of Nicaragua carried out an incomplete 
revolution. Their main problem was that they did not 
completely destroy the power of the big bourgeoisie. Any- 
one who was anti-Somoza was in the Front. A genuine 
democratic revolution must wipe out the three mountains 
that oppress the people, which was not done in Nicaragua. 
The entire revolution was developed within the Cuban 
framework, slightly readjusted, which has led in the end to 
a dependency on the former Soviet U nion and therefore, 
an issue that was negotiated between the "super-powers." 
Thus, the fate of Nicaragua, Afghanistan, the Middle East, 
El Salvador, Angola, Cuba and other countries were dis- 
cussed, manipulated, and "settled" in conversations be- 
tween representatives of the then two superpowers. In 
Nicaragua there was a need to develop the democratic 
revolution completely, and this task demanded a People's 
War. Theydid not break their dependance with theformer 
social imperialistsuperpower. Therefore, theydid nottake 
their class interests in their own hands, they negotiated 
power in a "facade" of elections in exchange for petty 
interests (la pinata), theydid not have a Communist Party 
nor were their leaders communists. But let us be clear that 
the heroic people of N icaragua has nothing to do with the 
treacherous leadership of the FSLN, those putrid and cor- 
rupt individuals who sold-out the Sandinista revolution to 
Yankee imperialism (the Ortegas, Borge, Ramirez, etc.) 
The people of Nicaragua who defeated Somoza had dem- 
onstrated a great fighting spirit, and they certainly deserve 
a genuine revolution, sooner or later they will take their 
destinyinto their own handsand will raise up again in arms, 
but this time with People's War without the patronage of 
any power, whether it be nearby or a distant one. 
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H ow about Cuba? Concretely, the government of Cuba 
played a faithful role in the service of the former Soviet 
Union, not only in Latin America, but also in Angola, for 
example, and in other places. Cuba changed hands, from 
one master to another, by a process called by the same 
Cuban leaders as "exceptional." Where will this excep- 
tional relationship with social imperialism lead after the 
collapse of its former master the Soviet Union? To negoti- 
ate the terms of an imminent return tothearmsofthe"old 
master" Yankee imperialism. The gradual but effective 
return of private capitalism in joint ventures with State 
capitalism in detrimentto the Cuban people isa reality that 
cannot be hidden any longer. M oreover, it leads to close 
relationships (providing military assistance and counterin- 
surgency intelligence in exchange for economic aid), with 
despicable regimes where revolutionsare taking place, such 
as the genocidal government of Fujimori. That's what 
Castro calls real politics (politica realista), the "return to the 
family of latin democracies", meaning to the group of 
virtual puppets of Yankee imperialism (one among the 
Menems, Fujimoris, Freis, etc.) The Cuban leadership has 
completely ignored the class struggle as a starting point. In 
1988 they prepared their last "recipe" for "Latin Revolu- 
tions", a document of the Cuban leaders which was widely 
circulated in militaryand revisionist circlesin Peru: "Social- 
ist Revolution and Caricature of Revolution," describing 
how to uphold a one stage revolution in the oppressed 
countries; a united front withoutthe national bourgeois; no 
need for a Communist Party, which means dismissing the 
leadership of the proletariat; and the negation of the Peo- 
ple's War and rejecting the need for Base Areas. These 
ill-fated principles were their last attemptto form surrogate 
groups in Latin America. Now, they are in collusion with 
U .S. made "democracies" in Latin America who on behalf 
of Castro plead to their master Clinton to "lifttheembargo" 
to exploit better the Cuban masses. 

Cuba had a big responsibility in America, because it 
provided hope. And we must support the Cuban people in 
confronting Yankee imperialism. But we must remember 
the record of the Castro regime. I n 1970, Castro said that 
the strategy of armed struggle had failed, and he sought to 
abandon what he had encouraged and supported in Latin 
America. Douglas Bravo of Venezuela confronted him, 
countering that the strategy has not failed, but Castro's 
tacticshad. Unfortunately, Bravo, later on capitulated. In 
the70'sand 80's the ill-fated ideasof Castro propagated as 
"revolutionarydevelopments" byMoscowand Havana gen- 
erated a lot of confusion in the Americas. All these ideas 
were readjusted to the economical and military interests in 
Latin America of his social imperialism masters (Krutchev, 
Andropov, Chernenko, and Gorvachov.) Also, in the 70's 
in Lima in a stop on histrip to Chile, Castro announced his 



support to the fascist military regime of general Velasco 
Alvarado, Castro said: "If I wasa Peruvian, I would support 
general Velasco". It was clear that Castro was acting on 
behalf of Moscow. A close military tie between with the 
military regime followed. The support of Castro to the 
counter- insurgency campaign began during the regime of 
Garcia Perez and has intensified during the government of 
Fujimori. The details of such relationship announced with 
fanfare in Gramma and radio La H avana and other "mili- 
tary aid" to the tyrant which were not reported will be the 
focus of a future article. As a pathetic example, on Decem- 
ber 1994, the Commander of the Peruvian Armed Forces, 
general De Bari H ermoza along with a group of SI N ( Peru- 
vian CIA) were special guests of Raul Castro and the Chief 
of Cuban military intelligence. 

Despite the action of revisionists and traitors, Latin 
America isnowripeforPeople'sWar, and that is its histori- 
cal road. We Latin Americans have a historical role to play. 
We are what the arrogant U . S. imperialists call its "back- 
yard." We also have an importance for the world which will 
grasp in the practice the triumph of the powerful ideology 
of today's proletariat: Marxism, Leninism, Maoism, mainly 
M aoism. The forging of Communist Parties will carry out 
People's War as part of the world revolution. 

We will reach 500 million at the end of the this century, 
there is much that unites us, and we must work together 
because of this closeness, which does not mean that we can 
detach ourselves from the world revolution. Peru is not 
enough. Latin America isnotenough. Communism isfor 
the whole world or for no one.
